Fire's missing piece 

The level of community compas- 
sion, support and inter-agency coop- 
eration witnessed during the Waldo 
Canyon Fire describes all that is good 
with our community. 

One glaring exception, which should 
concern us all, is that all El Paso 
County officials and commissioners 
were excluded from President Obama 
during his tour of the impacted areas.

These are incredibly trying times, with 
others ahead. Think of all the ups and 
downs we've felt since the tragedy of last 
Tuesday, and it's clear that we'd be wise 
to take heed of Karnes' warning. 

Thanks to the endless work of our fire- 
fighters and support personnel, we may 
be able to peel our eyes away from the 
mountains pretty soon. But hopefully we 
can pledge to keep watching each other.

Their day in court 

The Supreme Court chose to let the 
biggest corporation in the world off 
the hook for gender discrimination a 
year ago in the case against Wal-Mart 
that prevented the 1.6 million women 
of Wal-Mart and Sam's Club from 
taking on America's largest private 
employer in what would have been the 
largest class-action civil rights lawsuit 
in history. 

Leading up to that decision: 

1998: Lilly Ledbetter sued her for- 
mer employer Goodyear Tire & Rubber 
after discovering that 15 of her male 
co-workers made $1,000 to $2,000 per 
month more then she — even though 
they did the same work and started at 
the same salary in 1979. The Supreme 
Court ruled against her because the 
statute of limitations had run out. She 
did not even find out about the dis- 
crimination for years, due to her com- 
pany's salary confidentiality policies. 

2009: The Lilly Ledbetter Act made 
it illegal for employers to retaliate 
against employees who disclose their 
salary. 

2000-2011: Betty Dukes sued Wal- 
Mart in a class action suit for pay 
discrimination that sought $1.5 billion 
on behalf of up to 1.6 million female 
workers. The Supreme Court refused 
to grant class action. 

The Equal Employment Opportunity 
Restoration Act (EEORA) would undo 
much of the damage done to women's 
and workers' rights by the Court's 
decision in Wal-Mart v. Dukes. It 
would help ordinary Americans stand 
together to challenge company-wide 
discriminatory employment practices. 
If this issue is important to you and 
your family, let your Congressional 
representatives know — soon!

Tough fire questions will come 

Who's the boss? In Colorado Springs, the answer to that question is 
almost always conditional. It depends upon who has jurisdiction, who 
has statutory power, and who has to be consulted. Even if a dozen pols agree 
on a course of action, there's no assurance that anything will get done. 

But during the dramatic arc of the Waldo Canyon Fire, jurisdictional ques- 
tions became irrelevant. As soon as a national incident management team 
arrived, decision-making was informally vested in a single "unified com- 
mand." This quasi-military organization seized control of northwest Colo- 
rado Springs, rapidly deployed assets from across the country, and enlisted 
more than 1,200 men and women to fight a hugely imposing opponent. 
No elected body formally surrendered jurisdiction; no judge ratified the 

seizure. No voices protested the broad denial 

of civil rights when 32,000 people were barred 
from their homes, and no politicians took 
power from the outsiders. 

Twice daily, the men and women in charge 
^^^^^^^^^^^^^^b gave their briefings. Tuesday morning, hours 

before the fire jumped containment lines, raced 
up ridges and metamorphosed into a deadly firestorm, our bosses sang the 
virtues of unified command. This command and control system, merging 
local, regional and federal firefighting/public safety resources, evolved 
from the grim experience of the past few decades in the arid West. 

Did it work? Was communication actually quick and effective between 
all the players, including the federal incident management team, city and 
El Paso County administrative staff and public safety departments, the 
U.S. Forest Service, the mayor's office and Colorado Springs Utilities? Is 
that why, though we lost nearly 350 homes to an uncontrollable firestorm, 
only two people perished? Or was the situation on the ground as confused 
and chaotic as it seemed to be from a distance? 

Was incident commander Rich Harvey as tactically brilliant as Hanni- 
bal at Cannae, or Montgomery at El Alamein? Or was he, like so many 
generals, just lucky? 

For a little context, consider the past. On Oct. 19, 1991, a grass fire broke 
out in the hills above Oakland, Calif. Firefighters arrived, extinguished the 
blaze and left. But they hadn't finished the job — next morning, the fire re- 
ignited. Driven by searing temperatures and winds gusting to 65 mph, fire 
swept through the desiccated trees, shrubs and grass along the wildland- 
urban interface to menace the upscale neighborhoods of Berkeley Hills. 

Firefighting resources from the entire Bay Area deployed, to no avail. 
Blocked streets, equipment incompatibility, communication difficulties 
and power failures handicapped firefighters, as did the lack of a coherent 
strategy. Unchecked, the blaze grew into a firestorm, generating its own 
winds, hurling flaming embers before the fire front, igniting everything in 
its path. In all, 3,354 single-family homes were destroyed, as well as 437 
apartment or condominium units. Twenty-five people died. 

Three years later on luly 7, 1994, 14 members of a Colorado wildland 
fire suppression team died in another firestorm, this one at Storm King 
Mountain near Glenwood Springs. A multi-agency accident investigation 
team ascribed the deaths to a lethal combination of weather (wind, low 
humidity, high temperature), overconfidence by incident managers, and 
lack of critical information to develop appropriate strategy. 

The report noted: "Maximum rates of spread of 18 mph and flames as 
high as 200-300 feet made escape by firefighters extremely difficult." 

Does that sound familiar? It should — that's what we saw on that ter- 
rible Tuesday as Mountain Shadows exploded into flame. 
Harvey was surprised by the fire's twists and turns. 
"I've never seen a fire do that," he said Wednesday morning. "You can 
usually predict a fire's direction, but this one made three major runs in 
three cardinal directions in a few hours." 

It may be that the massive resources gave firefighters the tools they needed 
to save lives and minimize property damage. That's how things look today 
— but soon the second-guessing will begin. It's too early to draw many con- 
clusions. We can expect the Forest Service and other agencies to commission 
an independent investigation, which should answer some questions.

Tumultuous times 

The Waldo Canyon Fire has affected us all. We've shared a community-wide 
anxiety — concerned for our neighbors, family and friends, our wildlife and for- 
ests, and the safety of the emergency personnel who rushed in to help. 

Idette Armstead from the north side is a counselor 

How has the Waldo Canyon Fire affected you? It's given me a lot of 
anxiety. I just moved here a couple of months ago from Mississippi, 
and I have no family here. My daughter was going to join me, but we 
had to hold off on that because of the fire. I wasn't under evacuation, 
but I feel so bad forthe people who've lost their homes. 
Have you ever lived in a community that's gone through something 
similar? In Mississippi, we'd get rain and wind from the aftermath of hurri- 
canes in surrounding states, but no direct hurricanes, and no wildfires. 
How do you think the local response has been? It's been a relief for me to know 
how much help came together. The briefings on the local news were wonderful. 
I didn't know anything about wildfires, so it's really been educational. 

Robert Clark from the Patty Jewett area is a restaurant manager 

Have you been personally affected by the fire? Yes, the restaurant 
got busier, and we had a friend from the Holland Park neighborhood 
staying with us. 

Have you ever lived in a community that's gone through a crisis like 
this? Yes, I lived near Yellowstone National Park during the fires in 
1988. Even though I lived about 60 miles away, the smoke was so 
thick you couldn't see your hand in front of your face. I remember feeling a lot 
of stress. 

What can we learn from this experience going forward? Maybe we should have 
stricter rules and fire restrictions, and encourage less debris around houses. 

Lindsey Williams from the south side works in health care 

Has the fire personally affected you? Very much. It's on the news 
24/7 and my stress level has been higher than normal. A lot of people 
I work with were evacuees, and some lost their homes. There's just 
so much stress. 

Have you ever been in a similar situation? I lived in Florida for about 
10 years, and I've seen hurricanes, tornadoes and fires, but I've 
never been scared like this. The fire moved so fast, and with the wind it was 
uncontrollable. 

What can our community learn from this? Don't take things for granted. 
Tomorrow is never promised. The cops, the firefighters, the EMTs work until 
they're bone-tired, and then they get up and work some more. They do this 
every day, not just during a disaster. And it's not for the money, because they 
sure don't get paid enough for what they do.

Five to four: Montana loses 



As a Montana newspaper editorial succinctly put it: "The greatest living 
issue confronting us today is whether the corporations shall control the 
people or the people shall control the corporations." 

That was written in 1906, as Montanans were rising up against out-of- 
state mining corporations known as the "copper kings." 

Those corporate powers were exploiting Montana's workforce, extract- 
ing its public resources, and routinely extending bribes to control its state 
government. 

In 1912, however, the people of Montana passed the Corrupt Practices 
Act, a citizens initiative that outlawed direct corporate expenditures for 
candidates in elections for state office. 

The law broke the copper kings' leg- 
islative chokehold, and a century later 
it was still working to put people power 
over money politics. 

Even today, the average cost of state 
senate races in Montana stands at only 
$17,000 — allowing candidates to 
spend more time talking to everyday 
constituents, and that produces one 
of America's highest rates of voter 
turnout.

Until an out-of-state corporate front group rode in like copper kings to 
sue the state. 

With a pack of high-dollar lawyers and a bundle of corporate funding, the 
group wailed that Montana's anti-corruption law discriminates against poor 
corporations, denying them their First Amendment "right" to have the big- 
gest voice in government that money can buy. 

And now, the five corporate hacks controlling the Supreme Court have 
ratified the ridiculous argument of the front group, imperiously shoving 
Montana's 100-year-old law into the ditch, and re-imposing the rule of 
special-interest money over the people's will.

Primary still deserves analysis 



For months, anyone with much awareness in area poli- 
tics had been salivating over the 2012 primary election 
— mainly because there was uncertainty inside the Repub- 
lican ranks. 

This time incumbents and familiar veterans weren't 
immune from internal GOP opposition, from U.S. Rep. 
Doug Lamborn to several state legislators and two county 
commissioners. 

Yet even before the west end of El Paso County ignited 
and the Waldo Canyon Fire stole the show in the primary's 
final hours, the anticipated drama never really materialized. 
The lesser-known challengers, despite being given every 
opportunity, didn't have the substance or staying power. 

Then the blaze in the mountains stifled any late voter 
interest. In the end, of course, we didn't even know the 
final election outcomes on that fateful Tuesday night (see 
"Election, interrupted," right). 

Fortunately, all the races here were decided from the 
single release of early election night results. Lamborn 
disposed of Robert Blaha, while on the state level, House 
Majority Leader Amy Stephens thumped Rep. Marsha 
Looper, and Owen Hill easily defeated state Rep. Larry 
Liston for a Senate seat. Meanwhile, Commissioners Sal- 
lie Clark and Dennis Hisey breezed to victory. 

Most margins were in the 60-40 range, wider than anticipat- 
ed. And once all the ballots were tabulated, the county turnout 
actually was better than four years ago, up from about 51,000 
in the congressional primary of 2008 (when Lamborn defeated 
Jeff Crank and Bentley Rayburn) to 61,112 this time. 

So, with more of the fire apparently coming under con- 
trol, let's quickly analyze the primary election, then focus 
on the Lamborn-Blaha race. 

First, the GOP establishment has to feel relieved, with 
Stephens beating Looper and Clark conquering Karen 
Magistrelli's challenge. (She faces another, from Demo- 
crat John Morris, in November.) The size of Liston's loss 
was a slight surprise, and it's true that Liston (with his 
eight years in the House) could have been far more effec- 
tive in the Senate than Hill probably will ever be. But 
there simply was no voter revolt here. 

Second, the improved turnout clearly indicates the mail- 
ballot-only setup brought a positive influence to the primary, 
not negative as some feared. Given that the fire deterred 
many from voting in the final days, you have to wonder what 
the turnout would've been without such a huge late distrac- 
tion. After seeing widespread apathy in other states' prima- 
ries, we can say that problem doesn't exist here. 

Third, we should note the Pueblo district attorney race, 
with Pueblo County Commissioner Jeff Chostner unseating 




incumbent DA Bill Thiebaut by roughly a 53-47 margin. 
That should bode well for Pueblo being more cooperative in 
pushing the Southern 
Delivery System for- 
ward, though Thie- 
baut has six more 
months in office to 
cause disruptions 
(and will probably try 
to do just that). 

As for Lamborn- 
Blaha, despite much 
evidence of dissatis- 
faction with Lambo- 
rn, not enough GOP 
voters saw Blaha as 
a capable alternative. 
Simply being the 
anti-Lamborn with a 
lot of money wasn't 
enough. Blaha turned 
off gun supporters in 
the one public forum 
he had with Lambo- 
rn, and never seemed 
to recover. 

Also lost in those results was the apathy in the 5th Con- 
gressional District's other five counties — Teller, Fremont, 
Park, Chaffee and Lake — with only 6,011 votes in all of 
them combined (4,305 for Lamborn, 1,706 for Blaha). 

Looking ahead to November, merely on the strength of 
his margin over Blaha (62-38 percent), Lamborn is favored 
at the start against his next foe, independent Dave Ander- 
son. But that race still looks intriguing, because Anderson 
will come after Lamborn with a different strategy. 

Besides appealing to those who are tired of Lamborn, 
Anderson plans to offer a much more refreshing alterna- 
tive. He has pledged not to be negative, instead offering 
plenty of knowledge and ideas related to the economy, 
business and job creation. Perhaps the toughest part for 
Anderson will be trying to beat Lamborn in El Paso 
County during a presidential election year, but we've heard 
enough negative sentiment toward Lamborn (even during 
the fire), that voters still might embrace an alternative with 
an upbeat outlook and an "I" beside his name. 

We'll have four more months to watch that. 

Otherwise, this primary is already forgotten.

Election, 
interrupted 

County Clerk Wayne Williams says 
that on the Election Day of June 26, 
it was pretty clear an evacuation of his 
vote-counting site was coming. 
"Our election judges were working in 
masks," he says. 

All around the Citizens 
Service Center on Gar- 
den of the Gods Road, 
smoke from the fire was 
becoming unbearable. At 
4 p.m. that day the wind 
changed, and by 7 the 
word came: Everyone 
had 10 minutes to get out 
of the building. 

The ensuing 
announcement — all 
vote-counting would be 
halted, with only prelimi- 
nary numbers released 
— mercifully ended an 
eerie evening at primary- 
night parties around 
El Paso County. Many 
anxious and exhausted 
campaign volunteers and 
friends of candidates 
had sat silent as they 
watched homes burn on TV. County 
Commissioner and candidate Sallie 
Clark, who represents much of the fire 
area, didn't show up for her own party. 

The next day, Williams and his staff 
drove across the evacuation line to 
collect the remaining uncounted bal- 
lots. Surprises were pretty much out 
of the question; in nearly every local 
race, from commissioner up to the U.S. 
House, hefty 20-point margins sepa- 
rated the candidates. Still, the election 
wouldn't be final until every ballot, 
sitting in a locked room under video 
surveillance, was transported to the 
southeast clerk's office and counted. 

When the group walked back into the 
Citizens Service Center, stale smoke 
and air conditioning poured out, sting- 
ing eyes and halting breaths.

Inside the nightmare 



Dispatches from firefighters and officials create a haunting account of how last Tuesday happened 



'As far as we could 
see, everything 
was on fire.'

It happened so fast. In a matter of hours 
on Tuesday, June 26, the Mountain 
Shadows subdivision went from bucolic 
suburb to war zone, engulfed by the 
vengeful Waldo Canyon Fire. 

In one day, the historic wildfire grew 
thousands of acres after a column of 
heated smoke and ash, visible for miles 
in every direction, collapsed on the city's 
northwest side. 

By now, we 

all know what 
it wrought. Two 
people died in the 
fire, at a house in 
North Mountain 
Shadows. At least 
346 homes were ^^^^^^^^^^^^^ 
destroyed and 

hundreds more were damaged. Even if 
the blaze — 17,920 acres and 70 percent 
contained as of press time — didn't burn 
another structure, losses could top $170 
million for the homes alone, based on an 
estimate using property values from the 
El Paso County assessor. (Fighting the 
fire has cost another $12.3 million.) 

The tolls could have been much higher 
but for the heroics of hundreds of fire- 
fighters who stood their ground against 
the blaze, even using garden hoses at 
times, and aided by several police officers 
who took it on without protective gear. 

Because of their efforts, upward of 75 
percent of the homes in Mountain Shad- 
ows were saved. Clearly, a lot went right 
in the city's fire response, which included 
evacuating Mountain Shadows' southern 
portion the day the fire broke out. 

But their neighbors north of Chuckwag- 
on Road, in the other half of Mountain 
Shadows, weren't told to evacuate until 
late Tuesday afternoon. That was more 
than five hours after press releases noted 
"changes in fire behavior," and more than 
three hours after the city called the fire 
"aggressive" but urged residents only to 
"consider evacuation planning." 

Though Mayor Steve Bach report- 
edly ordered people to evacuate midway 
through the 4 p.m. press briefing, the city 
didn't send a press release until 5:15. By 
then, the fire had started to barrel into 
their neighborhoods, ready to claim entire 
blocks of property and 40 percent of all 
homes that would be destroyed that night. 

And yet a top-ranking city fire official 
has said he's sure the evacuation orders 
for North Mountain Shadows and Per- 
egrine were "spot on." 

The first days 

Scott Campbell, the county's deputy 
fire marshal with 25 years' wildland fire- 
fighting experience, got the call between 



11 a.m. and noon on Saturday, June 23, 
about a fire in Waldo Canyon. 

"When I came down the road and saw 
the column and saw it was 35 to 40 acres," 
Campbell says in an interview, "with that 
wind, we just knew it was going big." 

Campbell says he made some aircraft 
orders into dispatch from his truck, and 
Pike National Forest fire management 
officer Eric Zanotto made some more. 

Colorado Springs 

Utilities' wildland 
firefighting team, 
called at 12:30, 
headed to the 
ridge above Cedar 
Heights to protect 
^^^^^^^^^^^^^ a tower Utilities 
uses, says fire- 
fighter Sandi Yukman. 

Forestry officials started sweeping 
campers out of campgrounds and prepar- 
ing for evacuations of Cascade, Green 
Mountain Falls and Crystola. Most of a 
35 -volunteer county wildland team and 
an AmeriCorps team from the National 
Interagency Fire Center went to the 
fire's west side to create a "speed bump" 
between it and Cascade, says Campbell, 
who over that weekend served as deputy 
incident commander under Zanotto. 

Meanwhile, Campbell's team also 
coordinated with Colorado Springs Fire 
Department, which worked above the 
178-home Cedar Heights area, as well as 
smaller departments from the Ute Pass 
area. Aircraft began dropping retardant, 
and helicopters emptied water buckets on 
the fire, Campbell says. 

By 5:45 p.m. Saturday, mandatory 
evacuations had been issued for Cedar 
Heights and Mountain Shadows south of 
Chuckwagon, as well as towns along Ute 
Pass. Manitou Springs would follow early 
Sunday morning. U.S. Highway 24 was 
closed between Cave of the Winds and 
Crystola hours later. 

Campbell says firefighters feared the fire 
would throw embers up to a half-mile from 
treetops. "On Sunday when it was really 
growing," he says, "it was like a Hiroshima 
bomb going off every 10 minutes." 

The size of the fire — 3,446 acres by 
the time Zanotto and Campbell relin- 
quished control to a "Type 1" team led by 
Rich Harvey on Monday morning — and 
its power mandated such a breakneck 
pace of assignments and evacuations. 

"We have a saying," Campbell says. 
"We call it the Haul Chart: In 1- to 3-foot 
flames, we haul tools. Three to 5 feet, we 
haul equipment and water. And above 7 
feet, we haul ass. The only thing to do 
with 100-foot flame lengths is get out of 
the way." 



The buildup 



By 10 p.m. Monday, the fire had spread 
to 4,500 acres, and 600 fire person- 
nel were at work, according to incident 
update reports. Aircraft were dropping 
retardant along Rampart Range Road and 
the fire's east flank. 

Yukman's 14-member wildland team 
worked into the wee hours of the night. 
They cut a line above Cedar Heights — 
which she says accounts for the fire's first 
5 percent containment figure — and then 
moved over to the Queens Canyon area 
to make a barrier to the city's water tanks 
above Glen Eyrie. 

Her team returned at 9 a.m. Tuesday, to 
the north flank. Above them, a cloud was 
building. "Smoke billows up from the fire 
and creates a very high cloud column," 
Yukman explains. 

Campbell saw it too, from the opposite 
side of the fire, where he was giving coun- 
ty commissioners a look at the operation. 

"I was showing them how the column 
builds and all the mass that's in it," he 
says. "If it keeps going, it could be to the 



point the collapse would happen. When 
I got back to the ICP [incident command 
post on the west side of the city], the head 
of the column was out over town." 

The mass had all the earmarks of a 
pyrocumulus cloud, he says, which forms 
from smoke, moisture from burning veg- 
etation, and particulates from the fire. 
"There's tens, perhaps hundreds, of mil- 
lions of cubic yards of mass up in the sky 
held up there by heat," he says. "Topog- 
raphy directs where that wind goes. If 
you're in a steep canyon, the speed is a lot 
higher and it pushes in all directions." 

Despite red-flag weather conditions, 
including an all-time historic high tem- 
perature of 101 degrees, the city issued a 
statement at 10:52 a.m., saying Mountain 
Shadows evacuees could return to their 
homes for a half-hour. Forty minutes 
later, the city canceled the return in 
another release, stating, "Due to the cur- 
rent changes in fire behavior, no return 
visits to Cedar Heights OR Mountain 
Shadows are allowed at this time." 

At 1:40 p.m., the city issued a pre-evac-

uation notice to North Mountain Shadows 
and Peregrine north of Chuckwagon 
Road. "Waldo Canyon Fire behavior con- 
tinues to change and be aggressive," the 
city stated, adding that residents in North 
Mountain Shadows and further north 
"should consider evacuation planning." 
But the city also noted, "There is no need 
to panic as this is not a mandatory or vol- 
untary evacuation at this time..." 

That afternoon, the column, or "head- 
er," as firefighters call it, continued to 
build. Springs Fire Battalion Chief Jim 
Schanel watched it. "I knew what was 
happening," he says. "I've never seen fire 
behavior so extreme and unpredictable." 

Greg Heule, public information officer 
for the incident and a former Springs fire- 
fighter, says the conditions aligned for a 
worst-case scenario: dry fuels, high and 
erratic winds, and rough terrain. "Every- 
body knew it was going to be a dangerous 
day," he says. 

When media gathered at Coronado 
High School on West Fillmore Street at 
4 p.m. for a news briefing, the pillar tow- 
ered behind officials. 

At 4:20 p.m., wildland engine boss 
Steve Martyniak and his crew from Sta- 
tion 9 on Garden of the Gods Road were 
dispatched to the top of North Mountain 
Shadows, where fire was clearly coming 
over the ridgeline. As they drove down 
Garden of the Gods Road toward the fire, 
sirens blaring and red lights flashing, 
they saw residents speeding toward their 
homes and away from them. When they 
arrived, the column fell and pushed the 
fire over the top of the ridge onto homes. 
Martyniak says one of his crew heard 
a pilot on the radio who was dropping 
retardant say, "Get outta there." 

Yukman saw the cloud begin to fall 
at about 4:30 p.m. "I knew [the time], 
because they had been calling out the 
weather every hour, and we had just done 
the 16:00," she says. Yukman adds, "It 
came down on all sides of the fire line. It 
hit like a watermelon and exploded." 

In her seven years of firefighting, Yuk- 
man's never seen something like what she 
saw that day. "My thoughts were, 'This is 
very bad for the city,'" she says. 

The cloud's plunge sent firefighters 
scrambling to protected positions blocks 
from the fireline. It startled officials at the 
media briefing, bringing Bach to the micro- 



phone. But not until 5:15 did the city for- 
mally issue a mandatory evacuation order 
for North Mountain Shadows and Peregrine 
residents, giving them 30 minutes to return 
home, gather valuables and leave. 

In that press release, the city said, 
"Residents will be notified by reverse 911 
calls and by uniformed police officers 
advising them of the mandatory evacua- 
tion." The Police Department refuses to 
say whether the two people who died in 
the home on Rossmere Street received 
either of those notices before fire struck. 

The disaster 

After getting their bearings, Campbell 
and his firefighters, and Yukman and 
her crew headed for Mountain Shadows, 
where fire poured down the ridge. Dozens 
of Springs firefighters were on hand, as 
well as dozens from neighboring depart- 
ments under the command of Schanel. 

"Everybody assisted," Campbell says. 
"Forest Service green engines. Colorado 
Springs red engines. Cooperators from 
outlying areas in there. We were setting up 
our groups. We're yelling at each other try- 
ing to get a toehold somewhere so we can 
make a stand to prevent it from pushing 
further in, because the wind was howling." 

When he drove in, he had to keep his 
head behind the vehicle panel, because 
the window glass was so hot from the 30 
to 40 houses "fully involved." Firefighters 
searched for a place to make a stand, he 
says, and police officers jumped in. 

"We had policemen in there in their 
duty uniforms who were helping us, and 
they wouldn't leave," he says. "They said, 
'We have to do something.' 

"We had places where our fire guys 
were going in with l-inch fire line [gar- 
den hoses], between houses that are 10 
feet apart and this one's on fire and this 
one's not, trying to spray the houses 
down. Guys pulled the decks off, knocked 
down the fire on the outside of the win- 
dows, and the guys jumped in the house 
with a garden hose. If the fence was on 
fire, we'd knock it down. We were knock- 
ing stuff down, cutting trees out of the 
way, dragging them into the street. 

"There was a pool in one place, the 
guys had five-gallon buckets and were 
throwing it on stuff. Whatever you can 
do. Seven or eight houses burned right 
up to the road. The engines are standing 



there. They held it there." 

Crews worked through the night with 
"many, many" homes fully engulfed, 
according to Yukman. "We saw only the 
outline of the homes because of the flames. 
You ask yourself, 'Can you make a differ- 
ence?' If you can't, you go to the next one." 

Yukman found it hard to breathe and 
see; she kept track of her crew by watch- 
ing for their head lamps. 

"There was just a lot of fire and embers 
floating around that were hot. It looked 
like a bomb exploded. It was like a war 
was going on, because of [exploding] pro- 
pane tanks," she says. Natural gas in pipe- 
lines burned blue, and walls and chimneys 
crashed to the ground next to them. 

"As far as we could see, everything was 
on fire," she says. "We all stood there for 
a minute and said, T can't believe this is 
happening. How are we ever going to get 
these fires out?'" 

Martyniak, who spent 54 hours on the 
fireline from Tuesday through Thursday, 
says that by late Tuesday night, all off-duty 
Springs firefighters were called to work 
the fire or backfill stations across the city. 
When it was time for shift change, about 
1:30 a.m., Yukman says 200 firefighters 
were waiting to go in. And through the 
morning, the firefighting continued. 

Lt. Mike Skeldum's Fountain Fire 
Department crew worked mostly on 
Rossmere Street and Wilson Road. In one 
case, his team saw a fireball land on the 
roof of an untouched house. They raced 
inside the house and put out the fire. 

According to the city's list of destroyed 
homes, only 17 of the 87 houses on Wil- 
son were a total loss, as were only nine of 
the 79 homes on Rossmere. But they were 
the ones that touched Skeldum. 

"Bicycles, basketball hoops, project 
cars, cars in garages were just burnt 
metal," he says. "On the majority of them, 
the mail boxes were still up. There were a 
couple of houses the door was still intact 
but there was nothing behind it. A lot of 
people had turned sprinklers on and put 
them on porches or roofs. All that will be 
burned into my mind forever." 

The days after 

For Campbell, the signs were clear that 
city subdivisions below the ridgelines 
were imperiled Tuesday afternoon. "Any 
fire that builds those big puffy clouds 



over the top, any time you put that much 
mass up in the air, gravity is on duty 
24/7, so it's always something to watch," 
he says. "But there's nothing you can do 
about it but get out of the way." 

That decision — of when to evacu- 
ate and how — is made by the authority 
of each local jurisdiction and is based 
on information provided by the incident 
commander and others. In press confer- 
ences, Harvey has urged decision-makers 
to err on the side of caution. 

El Paso County Sheriff Terry Maketa 
says he evacuated Ute Pass on the county 
side of the fire on that first Saturday to 
assure citizens' safety. Manitou's mayor, 
Marc Snyder, and fire chief made their 
evac call early Sunday morning. 

"I had full decison [sic] authority 
on all county evacs," Maketa says in 
an e-mail, "and at the time they were 
directed I simply notified the IC and car- 
ried our evac plan." 

Tim Johnson, public information officer 
with the federal incident management team, 
says inside city limits, "ultimately, it's the 
mayor" who makes an evacuation call. 

Cindy Aubrey, Bach's communications 
director, says in a text message to the Indy 
that the city had issued an evacuation alert 
and there were voluntary evacs in place, add- 
ing, "Both the city and the team did all we 
could to ensure the safety of the citizens." 

Asked Friday afternoon if city officials 
are happy with how the evacuations of 
North Mountain Shadows and Peregrine 
were handled, whether they were done 
properly and in a timely way, Springs Dep- 
uty Fire Chief Tommy Smith said they are. 

"Knowing the profession the way I do 
and how concerned they are with people's 
safety, absolutely," he said. "I'm sure they 
were spot on in giving adequate notice to 
residents." 

Regarding what was said on that fate- 
ful Tuesday about evacuations and fire 
behavior, Heule won't say specifically, 
though he notes, "Definitely the discus- 
sions were held about what should be 
done and when it should be done." 

He also adds that, having served with 
Springs Fire Chief Rich Brown, he trusts 
Brown's judgment. "If he said we can stay, 
we can stay. If he said we need to go, we 
need to go. I would trust him with my life."

"Where can I take my pet?" 

"Is my area under evacuation, or just 
pre-evacuation?" 

"Where's my mother?" 

Mary Scott, a public information offi- 
cer with the city of Colorado Springs, is 
coming off her third 20-hour shift. Fore- 
most, she explains, is making sure that 
everyone's providing accurate and con- 
sistent information. Around the room — 
along with coolers of bottled water, stale 
croissants, and countless piles of paper 
— are several white boards containing 
the latest on evacuations, shelters, official 
information sources and the like. 

Open from early morning to late at 
night, the JIC has operated out of the El 
Paso County Sheriff's downtown Law 
Enforcement Bureau building since Sun- 
day, June 24. Dozens of people have since 
worked there, including federal and state 
representatives, as well as spokespeople 
from Memorial Health System, Colorado 
Springs Utilities, the city and El Paso 
County. 

Most have served five-hour shifts, but 
Scott has stayed longer every day. "It's 
hard to leave, knowing what's going on," 
she says. 

Although she's answered calls from 
evacuees and others who have screamed 



their frustration, she's also dealt with 
those who are hurting. One woman said 
she didn't know about the evacuation 
order in north Mountain Shadows until 
she got off work Tuesday, when it was too 
late to get back. "My dog is there," the 
woman wailed. 

Remembering it, Scott breaks down, 
wiping her eyes. 
"I've cried many 
times," she finally 
says. 

Still, most 
people who call 
thank people like 
Scott for mak- 
ing information 
available. Some 
calls, says Colo- 
rado Parks and 
Wildlife officer 
Michael Seraphin, 
even lend levity to 
the situation. One 
Old Colorado City 
woman demanded 
to know why she 
wasn't being told 
to evacuate, he 
says. 

Overseeing 
the interagency 
operation is Rob 
Deyerberg, a 
retired U.S. Forest 
Service public information officer who 
started his fire career in 1973 as a wild- 
land "ground pounder." He's seen some 
devilish blazes, such as the 460,000-acre 
Rodeo-Chediski Fire in Arizona that 
claimed nearly 500 homes and burned 
simultaneously with the 138,000-acre 
Hayman Fire in 2002. He rifles through 
a folder of handwritten notes and phone 
numbers, finally guessing his crews have 
handled thousands of calls in five days. 

"The sad thing is, we're seeing it more 
and more," he says, referring to lost 
homes and structures. 

When he worked in Summit County 
decades ago, he says, "They referred to it 
as the forest that wouldn't burn," because 
there was plenty of snowpack and healthy 
trees, and few homes in the woods. Now, 
he says, beetle kill, drought and develop- 
ment make the fire potential huge. 

When I ask what raced through his 
mind on Tuesday, he coaxes me to a small 
window that affords a distant view of the 
fire where it swept into northwest Colo- 
rado Springs neighborhoods. Even three 
days after the fire burned 346 homes, he 
chokes up. 

"I knew what could happen," he says.

Hit from both sides 



One Colorado Springs doctor talks about going from helper to victim and back again

Dr. Judith Reynolds keeps a bag in 
her trunk with enough supplies to 
get her through three days in a shelter. 
Like any member of the Medical Reserve 
Corps, she stays prepared to help at the 
sites of fires, tornadoes, floods, earth- 
quakes and other disasters.

As soon as the Waldo Canyon Fire 
started on Saturday, June 23, Reynolds 
and her colleagues started getting alerts. 
They were asked to stand by, then quickly 
deployed to shelters, where Reynolds 
started putting in hours on the ground. 

But on Tuesday, the 63-year-old and her 
spouse received mandatory evacuation 
orders themselves. They packed up their 
most important belongings in their car. 
Then, after making sure her elderly moth- 
er, who lives nearby, was out of harm's 
way, they left their home behind. 

Across the city, social service organiza- 
tions have enjoyed the generosity of the 
community, which has offered donations 
and countless volunteer hours. But non- 
profits like Pikes Peak United Way, Cath- 
olic Charities of Central Colorado and the 
Pikes Peak Chapter of the American Red 
Cross say their biggest strain has been on 
staff members who have put in long hours 
coordinating relief efforts. And each of 
the previously mentioned organizations 
note that at least a few of their employees 
are also evacuees. 

Some of them may have lost their 
homes. 

"Certainly, current staff are stretched 
to the limit," says Catholic Charities 
president and CEO Mark Rohlena. 'And 
one of the interesting things is, it's very 
sad, but we have staff that are them- 
selves displaced." 



Yet last Saturday afternoon, we found 
Reynolds — former medical director at 
the El Paso County Department of Health 
and Environment and former Colorado 
College medical director — at the Chey- 
enne Mountain High School Red Cross 
shelter. She wasn't looking for help. She 
was the help. Here 
are excerpts from 
our talk with her. 

Indy: Can you 
tell me about your 
experience? 
Judith Reynolds: 

We have this wonder- 
ful group of volun- 
teers called the Medi- 
cal Reserve Corps. 
And it got started 
after 9/11 and there 
are national Medical 
Reserve Corps, but 
El Paso County has 
one of the most active 
ones, and I would say 
one of the most dedi- 
cated ones. 

We also have a 
very special relation- 
ship with the Red 
Cross. We have been 
training for several years now to help the 
Red Cross with medical help when they 
get overwhelmed in the shelters. And 
we're the only Medical Reserve Corps in 
the country that has that relationship with 
Red Cross. ... 

We have nurses, PAs, nurse practitio- 
ners, physicians, we also have behavioral 
health service, so we have wonderful 
therapists, psychiatrists. 

We also have some clergy who will 
help us with spiritual needs. So it's a 
fantastic organization that really works 
quietly, under the radar, that people really 
don't know about. 

Indy: And you've put a lot of time 
into this particular disaster. 

JR: Well, I think we have ... The way 
the Red Cross works sometimes is, when 
they get to a point where they're pretty 
overwhelmed, they'll call in [the national 
Red Cross], which is what's happened, 
because this is the biggest disaster in 
the nation at the moment. And they can 
bring in resources from — we just had a 
behavioral health person come in from 
Maine yesterday; I had a nurse from Salt 
Lake City a couple of days ago. 

So we certainly, locally, will help 
them until that happens, and even if they 
call in national I think they're still very 
appreciative. Red Cross has said it's 
really rare for them to have someone like 



a physician, a PA or a nurse practitioner 
in a shelter.

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The things we left behind 

Amid the confusion of sudden evacuation, a certain kind of clarity sometimes emerges 

In The Things They Carried, Vietnam vet- 
eran Tim O'Brien writes about the personal 
possessions soldiers carried and the emotion- 
al attachments that went along with them. 

Over the past week and a half, many area 
residents have found themselves facing a 
similar situation, as they've been forced to 
choose, often on a moment's notice, which 
among a lifetime of possessions will be taken 
from an evacuation area, and which will be 
left behind. 

What follows are first-person reflections 
by Waldo Canyon Fire evacuees, as conveyed 
to me as well as to Kirsten Akens, Bryce 
Crawford, Chet Hardin, Wyatt Miller, Achille 
Ngoma, Matthew Schniper and J. Adrian 
Stanley. Some express regret for what they 
could not take with them. Others describe 
an unexpected realization that what once 
appeared essential suddenly seemed less so. 

In either case, their experiences speak 
to the values we place upon the objects we 
surround ourselves with. And in a broader 
sense, they may prompt us to reconsider 
which of them we choose to value most in 
the years to come.

We had been watching the fire for four days without 
much worry. There was concern for those who 
were southwest, but no real worry for our home in Rock- 
rimmon. It would have to blaze through miles of houses, 
businesses and Ute Valley to reach us. Inconceivable. 

Then, as the smoke bellowed toward our house, 
worry crept in. Evacuations were announced for Moun- 
tain Shadows and Peregrine. We started to get serious 
about gathering important papers, clothes and keep- 
sakes. We've been married for 16 years and because 
of our time together, we found a rhythm. Conversation 
was minimal, with the news playing from the computer 
in the office and the TV downstairs. One person loaded 
and organized the SUV, while the other continued to 
pack and set items by the door. 

Titles, passports and other important documents were 
a given to take with us, alongside clothes, but what else? 

OK, if it can be bought at Wal-Mart, don't pack it. 
You wouldn't find a monocle worn by my great-great 
grandfather or my grandma's journal at Wal-Mart, so 
the curio cabinet filled with family history from the 
1800s was emptied, items packed. Fortunately, all 
things that were deemed important or indispensable 
were already in cases, travel tubs or curio cabinets. 

With the vehicle packed, the two cats loaded, we 
pulled out of the driveway. An officer had driven by 
earlier to confirm our intent to evacuate. It was strange 
and very surreal driving out of our neighborhood. Most 
homes were empty by now, only a few people waiting 
to leave until the last moment, like us. Then shock hit 
as we came around the bend and saw the mountains 
above us lit up with flames. That's when we knew ... It 
was conceivable. — Shelley Krause, Rockrimmon 



The sky was red and ashes were falling. Me and my 
daughters actually got burned by embers up in Holland 
Park. So my brother called me and told me that he was 
getting us out of there. Since we don't have our own 
vehicle we had to leave everything set, so basically we 
had 15 minutes to get the stuff. ... 

I got my kids, nothing else matters. — Simone 
Covey, Holland Park 

I had just gotten back from vacation in St. Martin, 
and my suitcase was still packed. Everything I needed 
was there. I realized nothing else mattered, even the 
things I'd spent my own energy building. It was a secret 
relief that I didn't mind if everything burned. I had my 
clothes and that's all I needed to be functional. 

I wasn't too worried about pictures, because every- 
thing is uploaded in the Web. I also had all these 
souvenirs from years of traveling, but I just didn't care 
anymore. It reminded me of the Kerouac quote about 
"no matter where I live, my trunk's always sticking out 
from under the bed, I'm ready to leave or get thrown 
out." — Xavier Fretard, Manitou Springs 

At 4:15, my neighbor called, hysterically crying and 
informing me that the fire was in our backyard and was 
racing down the mountain. My pets were in the house 
so I left work and raced home, telling the officers at the 
roadblock that I had a teenage daughter in the house 
(even though I knew she was not) as they were turning 
everyone else away at Centennial and Flying W Ranch 
Road. He allowed me through and I flew up to my home. 

I can't describe what I saw in any way other than 
complete Armageddon. None of the pics or videos 



really demonstrate how deep and thick the smoke was 
in my neighborhood, how close and fast the fire was 
moving, and how much ash was in the air. ... 

All I had on my list to save were my two dogs, 
three bunnies, and my kids' baby blankets. I always 
assumed that in a crisis I would be level-headed and 
prepared. Unfortunately, that was not the case at all. 
I never considered grabbing legal documents such as 
birth certificates or Social Security cards. I didn't 
think of grabbing clothes or pictures. I think I was so 
focused on what could not be replaced, and what car- 
ried the most value to my kids. — Amanda Enloe, 
Mountain Shadows, next to the Flying W Ranch 

[I left] some angels that were grandmother's. The 
first thing that I thought was, "Oh no, I forgot my 
angels." It came down that hill so fast, you didn't have 
time to think. They were ones that I had gotten her, and 
then I got them back, so they are very special to me. — 
Lori Davis, Mountain Shadows 

We were just about to go, and we got a phone call. 
And it was automated; and Bob [my husband] yells out 
at us, "You're not going anywhere. We have to go now." 
And at that time we had everything at the front door. 

But it's like, "Do I take this? Do I take that?" Oh 
my gosh — I'm looking at the house and thinking, 
"Everything has to go," you know? But we got the cats 
and the dogs. 

Oh, and then right after that the power shut off, just 
like that. It was instant. So then I said, "We have to 
get going, get everything in the car," and Bob's saying, 
"The garage door — we can't open the garage door." ... 
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And then, so, we're leaving, and [my son's] standing 
looking at our curio cabinet — just standing there look- 
ing. And I was like, "Jason, we've gotta go." And he 
goes, "Wha, wha ..." In his mind, he doesn't know what 
to take, either. And I said, "We just have to go. Come 
on. Let's just go." — Virginia Smoot, Rockrimmon 

My daughter and I started sorting through what to 
take on Saturday night, so we kind of had a plan. We 
took all our photos out of frames, and I packed up all 
our important docs. It all sat in the garage till Tuesday. 
Everything else we felt was replaceable. 

The only thing I regret is, in the panic on Tuesday, 
as I filled up my car already full of tools, I didn't have 
room for my lizard tank. So we put Ringo, our bearded 
dragon, in a box and, not knowing what was going to 
happen, drove around trying to find a pet store that was 
open and would give him a good home. We found one 
in Fountain. They waited for us. — Triton Gulczynski, 
Lower Rockrimmon 

My neighborhood has a lot of elderly and retired 
folks. My first thought was making sure they knew 
about the evacuation and they were OK. So I ran around 
to several townhomes in my complex before I even 
started thinking about packing. 

Once I got back home, I had limited time to figure 
out what to bring. In the rush, I forgot major things like 
the title to my car. That could have been pretty impor- 
tant if I had lost the house. ... 

I had a very eye-opening experience as I stood in my 
house after receiving the reverse 911 call to evacuate. 
I was thinking and looking through all the crap that I 



have, realizing there is nothing that important to me. 

Yes, I like my stuff and it would be expensive to 
replace it all, but I could also live without any of it. I 
found that once you start grabbing things you think 
might be important, where do you stop? — Toby Lorenc, 
Pine Cliff 

I would say that the kinds of things [we left] were 
not things that are just heartbreaking. You always have 
some things that you just really like. . . . 

We lived in Belgium for three years. We have a lot of 
special memories there ... we were stationed over there, 
so we got some really cool pieces of furniture there. 
[Starts crying]. I don't know why I'm crying, it's all still 
there. ... 

It's not the house and the stuff. It's the people. — 
Rita Burns, Hunter's Point (Upper Rockrimmon) 

There's a few little things. Like pictures, like my dad 
passed away, so there's pictures that I had with him 
that I'm still not sure if they're replaceable. But I'd had 
those. I'd had a guitar that was my dad's, and stuff that 
I'd had in the basement. There were just so many things 
around that by the time we got pre-evacuation and it 
went straight to mandatory, there was no possible way I 
was going to have a chance to go grab it. 

So since then, there's certain things that over a period 
of time that I've been like, "Man, I really wish I had 
done that." But I made a commitment with [my wife] 
and I told her that anything that's gone, it's gone. It's in 
the past, there's no bringing it back, no sense in kicking 
ourselves up for it. — Jason Hopper, quarry area near 
Centennial Boulevard and Vindicator Drive 



There were two items that I was very upset about 
being left behind. 

[One is] a picture of my grandmother from when she 
was 18 or so. It is a black-and-white bust. She gave it to 
my grandfather as a present to him when they were dat- 
ing. I have always loved this picture. When I was young 
I would make my grandmother display it, and when she 
passed away it was the only thing that I asked for. It now 
sits in my baby's nursery because Thelma, my baby, was 
named after Thelma, my grandmother. I was heartbroken 
when I thought it was going to be destroyed. 

The other item is my 1969 AMC AMX. It is in our 
garage, and I just really love that car. I have had it since 
I was 18 and have nothing but good memories with it.

While I would have grabbed clothes, they were gather- 
ing stuffed animals. 

In my haste to get the children out of the house to 
safety, I managed to forget to pack anything for myself, 
aside from some pants for an important interview — 
and I didn't even remember to lock the door on the way 
out. So when reports came of looting in my neighbor- 
hood I was horrified. All of my possessions were in an 
unlocked house in a neighborhood full of looters. 

So Wednesday night we decided to try to sneak 
into our neighborhood to lock the house, completely 
unaware that the neighborhood was crawling with 
National Guard and ATF agents, one of whom caught 
my son and I sneaking toward the house. He was nice 
enough to escort us to my home and let us lock up. So I 
guess getting busted by federal agents has become part 
of our family legacy. — Ted Russo, Rockrimmon 

A couple of years ago I inherited my father's Harley- 
Davidson, a '96 softail, and that's still sitting in the 
garage. On Tuesday when it looked like my neighbor- 
hood was going to burn down, I was watching it on 
television and they were showing my house and the fire 
was really close. At that point I really regretted not tak- 
ing the time to get that out. 

And then some photo albums. My daughters are now 
14 and 12. When they were first born we used a lot of 
film instead of digital, so those early photo albums with 
those early pictures that would have been difficult to 
recover. — Laura Eurich, Mountain Shadows 

I wish I'd remembered the notebook where I wrote 
down all the shit I was supposed to be doing this 
week, because now I've forgotten it all. Also my cam- 
era. — Dolo McComb, Pihon Valley 

I sneaked past the police barricade three times, the 
first time on foot, and the last two times in a vehicle. 

The first time I went through on foot — about a mile 
away from my car — I got everything that I needed to 
get me just through the next tour: all the instruments I 
would need (guitar, cornet, accordion), my laptop, and 
a full box of LPs to sell. [Note: Liam is a musician who 
performs under the name Dear Rabbit.] 

The second time I went through with my sister in her 
vehicle, I got the remaining inventory of Dear Rabbit LPs. 

The third time that I went through with a photographer 
friend who wanted to document it. When we arrived, 
he realized that I lived in the same neighborhood as a 
friend; they would not let her back to get her dog. So we 
saved a dog's life; that gives me joy and is certainly more 
important than anything of mine that I left behind. 



Some people were saying that I should get my impor- 
tant papers, but I can never remember where I keep 
them, and that stuff just stresses me out anyway. I got 
pretty much everything that I consider important to 
me. If I had more time or knew for sure my house was 
gonna burn, I'd like to save my piano and tuba, but 
that's about the only thing I would have done differ- 
ently.

One who stayed behind 



Thursday, Kelly Strong watched all 
day as the C-130s swooped deep 
into Ute Pass. 

"It was amazing," she says. "You 
can't stop. It's like an accident; you 
can't stop watching." 

Friday was much calmer; Strong 
spent some of it next door, tending to 
her neighbor's chickens. 

Such was life in Woodland Park 
lastweekfor someone who defied the 
mandatory evacuation order that had 
been issued Wednesday. Strong read- 
ily admits her neighborhood, south of 
U.S. Highway 24, was otherwise empty. 
In every driveway, in fact, the police 
had come by and spray painted an "X" 
to indicate that the house had been 
checked, with the number "0" beside it. 

In Strong's driveway, that number 
was 6. As in, six people inside the 



house. Or six bodies to lookfor. 

Speaking by phone over an aggres- 
sive and obnoxious rooster, Strong 
says that the three members of her 
family decided to stay put because 
they could easily track the movement 
of the fire. In fact, friends who'd been 
evacuated from Cascade decided to 
stay at her place even though it was 
still in an evacuation zone. 

"I could see where it was coming 
from," she says. "I can understand 
why the other people in my neighbor- 
hood left, because they can't see." 

Her house was so well-positioned 
to surveythe blaze, she claims, that 
"everyone would stand in my driveway 
— even the police — every day until we 
evacuated. I can see Pyramid Mountain; 
I look down along all of Rampart Range. 
I finally had to close my gate, because

lots of people were coming up to my 
property to take pictures." 

Strong makes it clearthat she's not 
opposed to evacuating, entirely: "If 
this fire were to cross 24," she says, "I 
would leave." 

In fact, she adds that she and her 
family could quickly do exactly that. The 
cars are packed, and the horses were 
evacuated on Sunday. But, as the fire is 
steadily being contained, it appears that 
Strong won't have to go anywhere. 

"The police were really nice," she 
says, when she told them she wasn't 
evacuating. "But I wouldn't wantto 
encourage other people to do it."

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Signs in the cinders 

A professional explains how wildfire investigation is done

What started the Waldo Canyon Fire? 
With any luck, we will have the 
answer to that question soon. 

"Fire not only destroys things, it also 
leaves evidence," says Jeff Berino, a fire 
chief in Summit County and a private 
wildfire investigator with Arvada-based 
Pie Consulting & Engineering. And 
investigators use that evidence to track 
down its cause in a methodical, often 
time-consuming process. 




Kramer will offer no timeline yet. 

Because the fire raged largely in a 
national forest, that investigation is being 
headed by the U.S. Forest Service. 

According to Lt. Jeff Kramer with 
the El Paso County Sheriff's Office, the 
Forest Service is 



being assisted by a 
task force made up 
of personnel from 
local law enforce- 
ment agencies, as 
well as the FBI and 
ATE At a Tuesday 
morning press con- 
ference, Kramer stated that he could offer 
no timeline regarding the investigation. 

Speaking as someone with 33 years of 
experience with fires, both as a firefighter 
and an investigator, Berino says the first 
step in the Waldo Canyon area will surely 
be to get the investigation site down to a 
manageable size. 

Colorado Springs Fire Marshal Brett 
Lacey agrees, and adds, "Wherever a fire 
starts, it's a pretty small area." 

Investigators will review the weather 
there during the fire, as wind is one of the 
primary drivers. 



"That will tell them generally the 
direction that the fire went," Berino says. 
"They will also look at the topography 
and the fuel package." 

And they'll conduct interviews with 
eyewitnesses to the early flames. News 
footage from helicopters can also be use- 
ful, as well as video provided by regular 
citizens. "YouTube videos are always 
popular," he says. 

In the case of Waldo Canyon, a number 
of people, including media, saw the blaze 
in its early stages. One June 23 video, 
shot on Rampart Range Road by a coach 
with Carmichael Training Systems, is 
already being scrutinized by investiga- 
tors, according to CBS4 in Denver. 

Once the area is narrowed as much 
as possible, investigators will look for 
indicators of the fire's movement. These 
might be patterns left by the fire on trees, 
rocks, fence posts, cars, homes, founda- 
tions, and so on. 

Berino says he's used the scarring on 
golf balls, cow patties, skeletal remains of 
wildlife, "anything that is out there." 

Directional indicators can pinpoint 
the fire's possible ignition spot within a 
tenth of an acre, or just 4,000 square feet, 
roughly the size of a typical Mountain 
Shadows home's foundation. 

"Then we start looking with magnify- 
ing glasses, and doing grid search line 
by line," even running a magnet over the 
ground, Berino says. "It is painstaking 
work." 

What will he be looking for? 
"Anything that doesn't belong." 
Often, he says, it's something obvious: 
the striker plate from a book of matches; 
remnants of a roadside campfire; a piece 
of a catalytic converter; glass that the sun 
might have hit just right; a lighter; a bot- 

tie rocket. 

Lightning 
strikes are 
the largest 
cause of nat- 
urally occur- 
ring fires in 
Colorado, he 
says. Often 
if a tree was struck, it won't be complete- 
ly consumed and will still bear a telltale 
scar. Or, if the lightning hit the ground, it 
will melt the soil, leaving behind a glass- 
like substance that can go a foot deep. 

That said, Berino cautions that some- 
times, it's less obvious. And despite the 
work that goes into an investigation, a 
fire's cause will remain unknown 10 to 20 
percent of the time. 

"You may have a hunch," he says, "but 
you have to prove it scientifically."

Been there, done this 

Those who have endured other disasters share a little advice for the days ahead

£ ' I 1 hey don't wanna announce it on the 6 

J- o'clock news, but part of you is like, 
'It doesn't matter. Just say it. Say my house 
is OK, you know, or say it's not OK.' ... At 
least it's definitive — it's gone." 

If Jo Anne Mayeux talks like someone 
who's been there, it's because she has. 
The 57-year-old former paralegal was 
washed out of New Orleans by Hurricane 
Katrina in 2005. Today, she calls Divide 
home, and though she managed to avoid 
evacuation in the Waldo Canyon Fire, 
she's been watching it closely, horrified 
by its hour-to-hour unpredictability. (She 
says she tells her Southern friends, "I'll 
take a hurricane over this.") 

Mayeux's overarching message, even 
for those who have lost everything as 
she did seven years ago, is one of hope: 
"Keep your head up high and just realize, 
you know, this too will pass, you know. 
You will rebuild, you will get help." 

But she also makes it clear: In some 
ways, rebuilding is going to be harder 
than most of us might imagine. 

At the Houston Press and the Gam- 
bit Weekly in New Orleans, altweeklies 
in the nationwide association to which 
the Independent belongs, reporters have 
heard dozens of disaster stories. They've 
lived them, too. So, inspired by the same 
morbid curiosity that prompted our reach- 
ing out to Mayeux, we took members of 
both papers up on their generous offers to 
write up a little something about slogging 
through the aftermath of a crisis. What 
follows are their tips, in their words. 

Richard Connelly, 

Houston Press 

Wildfires are not much like hurricanes, 
except for two things: The hassles of 
evacuating, and dealing with [the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency] in the 
aftermath. 

In Houston, we've had plenty of experi- 
ences with hurricanes — right down to 
our mayor shouting epithets at FEMA 
workers he didn't think were moving fast 
enough — and even some with wildfires. 

Neither are fun, obviously. But if you 
want your post-disaster FEMA dealings 
to be "easy," in the most elastic sense of 
that word, we can offer some tips. 

• If you are seeking a claim from 
FEMA, don't expect logic. The system 
tends to get fine-tuned with each disaster, 
but if you're somewhere that normally 
doesn't deal with these things regularly, 
you'll be dealing with bureaucrats over- 
whelmed by the number of claims they're 
suddenly forced to handle. 

For instance: FEMA might say you 
need a copy of a certain document from 
the city, and when/if you get through to 



the city, they will tell you that document 
can't be obtained without some other 
document from the county. When/if you 
reach the county, they'll tell you that you 
need to get that city document first. None 
of it makes sense. It never does. Eventu- 
ally, hopefully, things work out. 

• Make sure you try to get all that's 
available. That means getting reimbursed 
for any rent you paid while you couldn't 
live in your house. Sounds easy, but ... 

• Be patient. Be assured none of this 
will go smoothly, even if it's just a mat- 
ter of getting a live person on the phone. 
Many, if not most, of the bureaucrats you'll 
be dealing with do want to help, but there 
is always conflicting information floating 
around on how to do that correctly. 

You don't want to wait too long before 
starting the process, because funds are 
generally on a first-come, first-served 
basis. But eventually FEMA will likely 
open a central processing center in the 
area and — since Colorado is not a state 
the Obama administration wants to piss 
off near the election — it should have its 
act together. 

It will just take a lot of patience on 
your part. 

Staff, Gambit Weekly 

Those of us who went through Hur- 
ricane Katrina and the federal levee fail- 
ures can empathize with you, but no one 
disaster is like another. 

Will FEMA bring in trailers for the 
displaced? How will the American Red 
Cross respond? Will President Barack 
Obama's administration rise to the occa- 
sion? There's no way of knowing any of 
this — yet. 



But there were some lessons Louisiana 
learned that may come in handy. 

• Save every receipt you incur while 
evacuating or evacuated, whether it 
seems relevant or not: hotels, meals, 
gasoline, personal supplies. Some of it 
may be reimbursable; some of it may be 
tax-deductible. (The Internal Revenue 
Service has special tax deductions related 
to disaster relief.) 

• Avoid taking in "opinion" news 
and blogs as best you can. There will 
be people saying the fire is your fault 
because you live in an area that can have 
fires. There will be people saying that 
you're not worthy of help for the same 



reason. There will be people who want 
to discuss this tragedy only through their 
own lens: climate change, pro-Democrat, 
pro-Republican, pro-Obama, anti-Obama, 
whatever, and they will come from across 
the political spectrum. (I saw that Focus 
on the Family was using the fires to argue 
for ... abstinence education. Really.) 

It's all just noise. You have enough 
stress. If you don't pay attention, you 
don't have to engage or get enraged. 

• Realize that insurance companies 
can be great — or they can be night- 
marish. Remember that insurance adjust- 
ers are people in your community. Many 
of them will have your best interests at 
heart and want to make you whole again. 
Those who don't have that experience are 
in for a long road ahead. 

• Prepare to feel guilty because no 
matter how you fared, you will feel guilty 
because someone else had it worse. Your 
neighbors may have lost their home. Their 
neighbors may have lost their home and 
their pet. It's survivor's guilt, it's irratio- 
nal, and it's totally natural. 

• Prepare to be frustrated at how 
quickly your story fades from the national 
headlines once the fires are out and the 
media have gone on to something else. 

• Prepare to be shocked at both the 
kindness, and the callousness, of your fel- 
low Americans in the weeks to come. 

• Be glad that Michael Brown has his 
hands full being a jackass on the radio 
(850 KOA in Denver!) and isn't actually 
coordinating the federal response to this 
disaster. It's bad enough without Brownie 
getting involved. Trust us on that one.

How FEMA figures 

The Federal Emergency Management Agency does have boots on the ground, as they 
say, but how large a role the agency will play in Waldo Canyon Fire recovery is still to 
be determined. In the meantime, it's doing what it does best, says public information offi- 
cer John Treanor: funding the first-responders. 

"What has been declared," he says in a Tuesday phone conversation with the Indy, "is 
that we'll provide funds for ... emergency life-saving, or life-sustaining efforts not already 
covered by the direct federal assistance." 

Treanor says that, at this point, affected locals seeking help should do it through the 
government channels that they would at any other time. As this happens, FEMA assess- 
mentteams will be determining if the agency's role needs to increase, something the 
spokesman thinks is likely. 

"I would think so, based on my previous [experience], but I've also been surprised," 
Treanor says. "And fires are a little different than floods, or hurricanes, or tornadoes, or 
earthquakes, in that it seems that — and particularly if the area is somewhat well-to-do 
— that they're fully covered by insurance. 

"That's one of the things [the assessmentteams] are gonna find out — get an idea of 
what percentage of the damage and lost homes were covered by insurance."

Marshall charges dropped 

District Judge Barney luppa dismissed six 
charges last week against developer Ray 
Marshall, saying they were related to the 
same set of facts for which a jury recently 
acquitted him. luppa has made several 
rulings in Marshall's favor, including having 
tossed a charge of racketeering in 2010. 

District Attorney Dan May says his office 
will appeal luppa's latestmove. May's chief 
deputy, Robyn Cafasso, told the Gazette 
the charges are separate from earlier 
allegations that Marshall stole money from 
investors to pump into other deals. That 
wasn't part of the city's deal with Marshall 
to provide a new headquarters for the U.S. 
Olympic Committee. 

A grand jury earlier this year returned 
an indictment alleging Marshall tunneled 
some of that money into his own pocket. 
According to an arrest warrant, Marshall 
stole more than $1 million from the USOC 
project, including $400,000-plus in El Pomar 
Foundation grant funds. Marshall allegedly 
set up duplicate accounts to disguise 
stolen funds, and delayed responses 
when asked how money was being spent. 
Charges are pending against Marshall's 
business partner, James Brodie. — PZ 

UCH, city sign lease 

A lease of city-owned Memorial Health 
System to University of Colorado Health was 
inked Monday, setting the stage for an Aug. 
28 special election. Ifvotersgive their OK, the 
city will turn over Memorial's assets to UCH 
to run, and receive some $74 million up front 
and $5.6 million in annual payments for the 
40-yearterm, along with additional payments 
based on Memorial's performance. 

The city remains responsible for 
Memorial's debt of about $320 million 
and must deal with Public Employees' 
Retirement Association payouts for those 
employees who will leave the system if 
voters approve the lease. 

City Council has approved measures 
enabling the lease, including establishing 
a nonprofit foundation to handle lease 
proceeds. That document allows Mayor 
Steve Bach to appoint its board, with 
Council approval of nominated members. 

At the signing. City Attorney Chris 
Melchercalledthe lease "another example 
of rebuilding for the future," according to 
UCH spokesman Dan Weaver. — PZ 

AP intern from Springs slain 

Armando Montano, 22, son of a Colorado 
Springs couple who teach at Colorado 
College, was found dead Saturday in 
Mexico City, where he was working as an 
Associated Press intern. The AP reported 
his body was found in an apartment building 
elevator shaft in the Condesa neighborhood. 
Mexican authorities are investigating, and 
the U.S. embassy is monitoring. 

Montano, who went by Mando, is the son 
of Diane Alters and Mario Montano, who 
are in Mexico and could not be reached. 

The Grinnell College graduate had covered 



stories about nine young elephants from 
Namibia that wound up on an animal reserve 
in Mexico's Puebla state, and the shooting 
of three federal police officers at the Mexico 
City airport, the AP reported. Montano had 
planned to attend a master's program in 
journalism at the University of Barcelona in 
the fall. AP's Latin America editor based in 
Mexico City, Marjorie Miller, described him 
as "smart, joyful, hardworking and talented." 

Montano covered the Iowa presidential 
caucuses as a New York Times intern. He 
also had interned at the Chronicle of Higher 
Education, the Colorado Independent 
online news service and the Seattle Times. 

"The loss of this vibrant young journalist 
is a shock to his colleagues and the long 
list of people who called Armando friend," 
Kathleen Carroll, executive editor of the 
AP, said in the AP story. 

His father, a professor of anthropology, 
chairs that department. His mother, a 
former Gazette journalist, works in CC's 
communications office and teaches 
journalism and new media. Memorial details 
were not known as of press time. — PZ 

C-130s grounded after crash 

While battling a wildfire in South Dakota 
on Sunday, a C-130 out of Colorado Springs' 
Peterson Air Force Base reportedly 
crashed, killing at least one person on 
board. The accident, the second involving 
an airtanker in just two months, prompted 
the brief grounding of all f iref ighting- 
equipped C-130s nationwide. The planes 
were back in the air Tuesday. 

While those aircraft have been an 
important part of the effort to combat the 
Waldo Canyon Fire, National Interagency 
Fire Center spokesperson Jennifer Jones 
has told media that those fighting the fire 
locally should be able to adapt. 

As of early Saturday morning, C-130s 
had dropped 133,500 gallons of retardant 
on the Waldo Canyon blaze. — CH 

Wildlife outlook good 

In the Waldo Canyon Fire, has our wildlife 
survived like Bambi, or been swept 
up in the flames? Michael Seraphin, 
spokespersonforthe Division of Wildlife in 
Colorado's Southeast Region, says young 
fawns might have been the most common 
victims early on. Less than a week into the 
fire, his department had euthanized two 
fawns with severe injuries. 

Most animals will survive, Seraphin 
says: "Basically the animals that can run 
will run; the animals that can fly will fly 
away; and the animals that can burrowinto 
the ground to seek protection will burrow." 

DOW hopes the bighorn sheep in 
Queens Canyon, one of the nation's most 
studied herds, have fled north to the 
Air Force Academy, part of their natural 
range. But the division won't know exactly 
how animals fared until later. — JAS

Fiber art binds teacher and student at Marmalade 

Working with textiles means working with a portable medium. You can fold 
your piece up, stuff it in a backpack or purse, and pick it back up again out in 
the world, says 23-year-old artist and recent Colorado College graduate Eleanor 
Anderson. 

Anderson enjoys a flexibility unknown to Jeanne Steiner, whose 16-harness AVL 
dobby loom is an elaborate, boxy contraption that no one curls up with in a coffee 
shop. Yet the two have more in common than not. 

For one thing, they're both showing in the quaintly named llloominated, opening 
this week at Marmalade at Smokebrush. The two women are also connected via CC: 
Steiner was an instructor to Anderson, who majored in studio art and works with tex- 
tiles, printing and bookmaking. 

"I'm really honored to be in this show next to her," Anderson says of her former pro- 
fessor, "because she's the master weaver and the master colorist with dyes." 

Where Steiner — who also serves as CC's Arts and Crafts Program director — 
works on complex weave structures and intricate dye patterns, Anderson takes a 
more deconstructed approach. 

She begins with a 14-inch-square swatch of muslin (at about S3 a yard, it's cheap 
for a recent graduate, and possesses a grainy quality she likes) and prints a basic 
background on it using a press. With stencils, she applies designs. And afterthey 
dry, Anderson embroiders on top of it. The results are part-retro and (to borrow from 
KRCC's The Big Something, which interviewed Anderson earlier this year) part-Bau- 
haus images that are as sophisticated as they are organic. 

"They're quirky and they're a little bit off and they're 
not precise," Anderson says. 

They're also touchable, and Anderson invites you to lay 
your hands on them as part of experiencing the work. It's 
hard to resist anyway, with the way the fabric tugs with 
certain stitches or pulls beneath a sewn net design. It all 
speaks to Anderson's handmade aesthetic; she taught 
herself, after all, and still doesn't know how to use a sew- 
ing machine. 

Steiner's work maintains a similar effervescence, 
despite weaving's highly structured system. "It's so 
process-oriented and you have to have so much foresight, 
and sometimes I think weavings can really come out look- 
ing kind of stiff," says Anderson, who has some weaving 
experience herself. "But I think hers look so lively and playful." 

Anderson has shown in her hometown of Cleveland as well as in Phoenix, but this 
is her first exhibit locally. Her second is already scheduled for August: Bright Young 
Things, a showcase of emerging Front Range artists atthe University of Colorado at 
Colorado Springs' Galleries of Contemporary Art.

Meanwhile, to show tradition is still 
kicking, Rock Ledge Ranch Historic Site (3105 Gate- 
way Road, rockledgeranch.com) will throw its long- 
running July 4th party from 10 to 5 (tickets $4 to $8 
per person, kids under 6 free). And finally, Stargaz- 
ers Theatre & Event Center (10 S. Parkside Drive, 
stargazerstheatre.com) opens at 5:30 for its R&B 
and Hip-Hop for Hope Fire Relief Fundraiser 
featuring Kopesetik Soul, Musik Theory with Tony 
Exum Jr. and Armed Green and others.

Waldo Canyon Fire evacuees find cheer and chow 
from many generous community restaurants

To the soundtrack of a man play- 
ing The Band's "The Weight" in 
an empty quad, Cheyenne Mountain 
High School created community 
from chaos last Friday night. Sup- 
plies for sheltered pets were dropped 
off near the main entrance; the lower 
parking lot made like a NASCAR 
infield, full of insurance companies' 
trailers and their adjusters; and near 
the gym, car after car delivered food 
from local restaurants. 
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Bite Me's Bill Layton: 'You know, some 
really good things happened today.'

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There were trays of stroganoff 
from Rabbit Hole Dinner and 
Drinks; brats from Uwe's German 
Restaurant; and big, foil-wrapped 
platters of pasta from Roman Villa 
Pizza. Angela's Cupcakes and Pup- 
cakes, McCabe's Tavern, SouthSide 
Johnny's and the north-side 3 Mar- 
garitas all had food flowing into 
the back of the Salvation Army's 
mobile unit, some in those big, 
blue, plastic IKEA bags. 

Two days later, Rudy's Country 
Store and Bar-B-Q kicked in all 
300 meals, alone feeding the entire 
population of evacuees in the high 
school's air-conditioning-free gym. 

This group would likely have 
responded to the Waldo Canyon 
Fire without anybody's prompting, 
but it was made a whole lot easier 
by the time and efforts of Bill Lay- 
ton, he of the downtown food-cart 
Bite Me Gourmet Sausage. 

Immediately recognizable by his 
glasses, ball cap and full, graying 
beard, Layton originally planned 
to roll his cart down to the high 



school the first night evacuees 
sought refuge. He was turned back 
due to fire restrictions. 

However, Layton remembers, 
"They said, 'If you can redirect 
your plan and help us, we would 
love it.' So I took it as a challenge, 
and I said, 'All right — I know 
some people in the restaurant busi- 
nesses. We can do some prepared 
meals and bring 'em here, so let's 
see if we can get this done.'" 

Support was near-unanimous. 
If a restaurant couldn't commit in 
the following days, it signed on for 
future meals; spots like Phantom 
Canyon Brewing Co., the Rocky 
Mountain Restaurant Group (which 
runs Slayton's Tejon Street Grill, 
Salsa Brava Fresh Mexican Grill, 
and Sonterra Innovative Southwest 
Grill), and Lemongrass Bistro were 
all standing by when the Salvation 
Army said on Sunday it no longer 
needed ongoing help. 

Independent of anything orga- 
nized by Layton, west-side res- 
taurateurs have been doing their 
damnedest to assist, too. Coordi- 
nated by Meadow Muffins' Todd 
Delahanty, representatives of Dat's 
Italian!, Front Range Barbeque, 
Jake & Telly's Greek Taverna, Piz- 
zeria Rustica, TAPAteria, Colorado 
City Creamery, Paravicini's Italian 
Bistro, La Baguette Bakery, Garden 
of the Gods Gourmet and the Food 
Designers provided some 2,400 
meals for the displaced. Even with 
financial support from national food 
distributors, Rocky Mountain Coors 
Distributing and New Belgium 
Brewing Co., Delahanty estimates 
owners of these restaurants spent 
$2,000-plus of their own money. 

It's mattered, says Dan Wilson, a 
captain with the Salvation Army. 

"Up in Cripple Creek and Divide, 
the canteens like this are cooking 
over 200 meals," says Wilson, over- 
seeing the donations back at the 
high school. "But in this situation, 
in Colorado Springs, a lot of restau- 
rants are wanting to help, and it's 
a blessing. It's amazing — just so 
many different restaurants." 

And while the community 
helped, meal after meal making its 
way into the refrigerators for the 
evening dinner, the man with the 
guitar played on. 

"Take a load off Annie, take a 
load for free / Take a load off Annie, 
and you put the load right on me."

From the start. Coquette has acted as a fun bas- 
tion of cool on the main strip of Manitou Springs. 
Its recently expanded menu is equally enticing, with 
bits that originate in-house — sauces, dips and even 
smoked meats — popping up all over. 

Almost hidden among the new items, which include 
seared duck breast and chicken piccata, is Coquette's 
humble burger ($10). And it's a near masterpiece of 
beef and bread. The meat comes from Ranch Foods 
Direct, and though ours was cooked a little too hard 
— considering the gluten-free bun is more like a thin, 
dense biscuit — it sang with smoky flavor. The garlic- 
basil aioli is a sweet refrain, while the slices of Brie bal- 
ance with ineffable creamy off-notes. Dessert should 
bring the stylish Lavender Love ($9) crepe — its thick 
chocolate mousse is irresistible. — Bryce Crawford

The cafe's connection to the Twelve Tribes reli- 
gious community is certainly in evidence, consider- 
ing the bathroom's wallpaper of old newsletters and 
tracts, notto mention other reading material available 
throughout. But it doesn't drive the Mate Factor's 
vibe. Simplified, the Factor is like a food-serving 
minuscule village — lots of wood, leather and flute 
music, with booths turned into secluded pseudo-huts. 

But let's talk about the Deli Rose ($7.50), a great 
sandwich (notto mention a pretty good miniature pizza). 
Stacked with smoked turkey, pepper jack cheese, good 
tomato sauce (advertised as spicy, though not really), 
more tomatoes, and onions on a soft Vienna roll, it's a 
steaming mess of sweet and savory. Avoid to-go, for 
two reasons: It's too wetto stand up to more than a few 
minutes of sitting, and nothing this fun to eat should 
have to wait for consumption. — Bryce Crawford

Recommended 
by our server as the restaurant's signature dish, the 
sirloin is butterflied and filled with grilled mushrooms, 
Swiss cheese, a moist sage-bread stuffing and some 
house garlic-herb sauce, then topped with more 
mushrooms and plump, lightly grilled red onions. 
(Included were an OK baked potato and standard 
steamed veggies, but this thing's prodigious enough 
to make any side superfluous.) 

Basically, it's comfort food in a nice, little rustic 
spot adorned with wagon wheels, horseshoe coat 
hangers, a stone fireplace, wooden pitchforks and an 
iron stove.

Spider bites 

The Amazing Spider-Man (PG-13)

I'm sure people will argue that 
The Amazing Spider-Man should 
be evaluated on its own merits, as a 
work separate from the legacy of Sam 
Raimi's Spider-Man films over the last 
decade. And I respectfully ask — after 
I catch my breath from the hysterical 
laughter — "You're joking, right?" 




A few more nods back to the comic books is 
help the big picture: This Peter Parker never 



Leave aside for a moment the cyni- 
cal reality that Sony had to make this 
movie sooner rather than later, in order 
to preserve its rights to the character 
after Disney's deal to buy Marvel Com- 
ics. The fact remains that we are not 
even a generation removed from one of 
the great pop-culture one-two punches 
in blockbuster history (I'm pretending 
that Spider-Man 3 never happened). 
We saw what a pretty-close-to-perfect 
Spider-Man movie looks like. We know 
that it's possible. And because we know 
these things, how is it possible to look 
at The Amazing Spider-Man and not 
recognize how much it lacks? 

In the first place, it was borderline 
nuts to start all over with another origin 
of the character. Nerdy high school 
student Peter Parker (Andrew Garfield) 



once again is bitten by a mutant spider 
that bestows upon him strength, agility 
and the ability to climb up walls; once 
again, he learns the importance of tak- 
ing responsibility when his self-absorp- 
tion indirectly results in the death of his 
beloved Uncle Ben (Martin Sheen). 
Other details get a tweaking: a 
return to the 
comic books' 
mechanical web 
shooters created 
by Peter; details 
about secret 
research work 
by Peter's father 
(Campbell Scott) 
that may have 
led to his death; 
Gwen Stacy 
(Emma Stone) 
taking over the 
romantic interest 
role; Aunt May 
(Sally Field) 
having far too 
little gray hair. 

But it's not 
about the details, 
however many of 
them seem like 
minor improve- 
ments versus 
minor steps 
backward. It's 
about the big 
things, like the 
casting of your 
hero. Garfield 
never once feels 
remotely right 
as Peter Parker, 
whose evolution 
— from bully- 
bait, to cocky 
bully himself, to 
hero who views 
his powers as bearing a burden — 
defines the character. 

He simply seems lost most of the 
time, unable to convey the way Tobey 
Maguire could the exuberance of 
discovering his powers or the naked 
adoration for his lady love that could 
be his undoing. While Stone's charac- 
teristic charms make her a welcome 
addition, she's playing a relationship 
with one confused partner. 

In both Garfield and Stone's defense, 
that's probably because The Amaz- 
ing Spider-Man feels as though its 
three credited editors were working on 
separate movies without talking to one 
another. Chunks of crucial exposition 
appear to be missing, providing no true 
anchor to the relationships and no natu- 
ral build-up to the big action sequences. 



nice, but it won't 
quite feels right. 



Good film performances are often 
found in the editing room as much as 
they're found on camera, and there 
are precious few moments here when 
director Marc Webb allows his perfor- 
mances to breathe long enough for any 
emotional connections to develop. The 
one notable exception — a lovely scene 
in which Peter struggles with whether 
or not to tell Gwen his secret — only 
serves to emphasize how miserably the 
rest of the film fails in the same regard. 

The greatest concern of many 
fanboys coming into Amazing Spider- 
Man was that Webb was a director 
whose only previous feature, 2009's 
charming (500) Days of Summer, 
provided no indication that he could 
handle large-scale action sequences. 
Surprisingly, that's one of the few 
things the film actually gets right, 
providing a few nifty battles between 
Spider-Man and his nemesis, a scientist 
named Curt Connors (Rhys Ifans), 
whose experimental serum transforms 
him into The Lizard. 

But however memorable Raimi's bat- 
tle scenes may have been, his Spider- 
Man movies weren't brilliant because 
of what they achieved technically. They 
were case studies in perfect tone: under- 
standing how to give a story full of 
digital effects a huge human heart and 
an understanding of something being at 
stake for its characters. 

By the time The Amazing Spider- 
Man reaches its excruciating final 
line of dialogue — one that suggests 
Peter has learned absolutely nothing 
and renders all that has gone before, a 
consequence-free trifle — it's clear that 
nobody here really grasped why those 
Raimi Spider-Man tales were great.

When vacations attack 

To Rome With Love (R)

For some of us, Woody Allen 
could film the phone book and 
we'd find pleasure in it: How nice 
all those listings might look in his 
signature white-on-black Windsor 
typeface. Poignancy, too: The phone 
book, like the Woody Allen movie, 
doesn't seem as useful to as many 
people as it once did. 




Even a smokin' Penelope Cruz is not sufficient to save a 
film determined to mine the underbelly of complacency. 



But after a bracing Midnight in 
Paris, he's off hurriedly, To Rome 
With Love. This film faintly tingles 
with unfocused quasi-recollections of 
earlier movies and motifs. At times 
it even seems vaguely demented, and 
might be a test to determine whether 
we'll stand politely by as Allen finally 
descends, doddering, into the void. 

At other times, though, it's invit- 
ingly dreamy. This is Fellini coun- 
try, after all. The tales, very loosely 
interwoven, are these: 

Beset one morning by a random 
mob of paparazzi, a middle-class 
Roman everyman and self-described 
schmuck (Roberto Benigni) becomes 
suddenly famous for no apparent rea- 
son. Getting to know the fiance (Fla- 
vio Parenti) of their daughter (Alison 
Pill), a retired American opera direc- 
tor (Allen) and his psychiatrist wife 
(Judy Davis) discover the fiance's 
mortician father (Fabio Armiliato) 
to be a world-class tenor — who can 
only sing in the shower. Honeymoon- 
ing provincial newlyweds (Alessandro 
Tiberi, Alessandra Mastronardi) find 
themselves separated by the respec- 
tive temptations of a call girl (Pene- 
lope Cruz) and a movie star (Antonio 
Albanese). An American architect 
(Alec Baldwin) revisits bittersweet 
memories of youthful romantic mis- 
steps, as evidently replayed before his 
eyes by Jesse Eisenberg, Greta Ger- 
wig and Ellen Page. 

Baldwin seems the most at ease, 
maybe from having been in similarly 



muted magical-realist territory before, 
as the wisecracking apparition of an 
affectionate ex-lover visible only to 
Mia Farrow in Allen's Alice. Certain- 
ly he comports himself more casually 
than the younger American actors 
here, who nearly choke on Allen's 
generationally anachronistic dialogue. 
The Italians, and Cruz, suffer mild 
translation 
losses too, 
although it's 
also clear that 
Benigni hasn't 
had this much 
fun pulling off 
a Roman riff 
since he played 
the compulsive- 
ly confessional 
taxi driver in 
Night on Earth. 

The aspira- 
tion to work 
with Allen has 
become auto- 
matic among 
contemporary 
actors, who 
reportedly do so on the condition 
that they see only those portions 
of script in which their characters 
appear. The risk of such auteur- 
ist dominion is that all big-picture 
views, then, are privileged and pur- 
posely myopic: An assistant director 
deals with production scheduling, 
not narrative consistency; a script 
supervisor monitors only the minu- 
tiae of continuity between takes; and 
an editor's efforts necessarily aim 
for Allen's final approval. 

Meanwhile, keeping busy in front of 
the camera as well as behind it leaves 
Allen too distracted to tidy up exposi- 
tional false starts and loose ends, not 
to mention meager ideas and misfired 
jokes. It shouldn't be a problem for a 
filmmaker with so much experience, 
but Allen has a way of making senior- 
ity seem like complacency. 

So was the title change his idea? 
For a while this movie went by The 
Bop Decameron, and there is that 
brisk tempo and sometimes ragged 
harmony. Somebody managed at 
least one clarifying insight: Just 
get the word "Rome" in there and 
wait at the bank. Of course he'll get 
complaints for being out of touch, 
even in a season whose other offer- 
ings include a guy who's part spider, 
a guy with a talking Teddy bear, 
and Tyler Perry in fat-suit drag. 

Anyway, the routines are merely 
perpetual. It's the city that's eternal.

To Rome With 
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Return of the Procussions 

Acclaimed hip-hop ex-pats get back to their 719 roots

When Jason "Mr. J." Medeiros and 
his longtime collaborator Stro 
booked their upcoming Procussions 
reunion shows in Colorado, one of the 
last things they were expecting was for 
all hell to break loose in their former 
hometown. 

But Colorado Springs was definitely 
on Medeiros' mind last Wednesday 
when he posted the link to a free, Stro- 
produced single called "The Rockies." 
"Hope it lifts some 719 heads," the Los 
Angeles-based emcee/songwriter wrote 
on his Facebook page. 

Arguably the best-known hip-hop 
act to come out of Colorado Springs, 
the Procussions relocated to Los 
Angeles and, in 2006, released their 
sophomore album, J Sparrows for 
2 Cents, on Sony's Rawkus imprint. 
A national tour as opening act for A 
Tribe Called Quest — whose music 
was a profound influence on the group 
— soon followed, as did Medeiros' 
first solo album, which was also 
released on Rawkus. In 2008, after 10 
years together, the Procussions went on 
indefinite hiatus. 

For this week's reunion shows in 
Colorado Springs, Pueblo and Den- 
ver, the two performers will be joined 
onstage by Springs-based turntablist 
and producer Boonie Mayfield, whose 
own videos have garnered more than 5 
million views. 

Last Thursday, I spoke with 
Medeiros about "The Rockies," the 
Waldo Canyon Fire, and the prospects 
for a new Procussions album. 

Indy: You uploaded "The Rockies" 
single just yesterday. Is that some- 
thing you'd been working on for a 
while, or did it all just come together 
in the last few days? 

J. Medeiros: No, we'd been work- 
ing on it for a while. We wanted to 
make a song to promote the shows, 
and I think maybe there's some provi- 
dence involved, who knows? But we 
got a little confused as to whether or 
not we should have put it out because, 
for the small number of people who 
were paying attention, we didn't want 
to seem opportu- 
nistic. Like, there's 
a catastrophe going 
on and so you 
wanna sell a song.

Indy: I was in 
L.A. during the 
Rodney King 
uprising, and I 
remember driving 
down the street 



and hearing Tom Petty 's "Peace in 
L.A." come on the radio. I have to 
admit it did feel kind of opportunis- 
tic. But then again, he's a guy who 
makes huge paychecks, and you're 
putting it out as a free download for 
friends and fans. 

JM: Yeah, I also struggled with put- 
ting it out because, if you listen to the 
song, it doesn't necessarily focus on 
the positive . . . 

Indy: I think you can leave the 
word "necessarily" out of that. It 
just doesn't. 

JM: No, it really doesn't. [Laughs.] 
If you listen to the second verse — I 
don't think people catch it — but there's 
a little Ted Haggard in there. ["Drop 
knee believer redeem your demeanor / 
Run rhymes 'cos sometimes the green is 
greener / When you see the whole scene 
/ Through the sheen of a screen door."] 
And if you listen to the first verse, you 
know, it mentions friends and people 
you've lost. 

You know, I live in Los Angeles, 
I've been here for 10 years, and you 
hear stories from friends who went to 
school in Belmont, Echo Park, East 
L.A. and stuff — and they're not that 
much different from what I grew up 
with living in Widefield and Security. 
You're in junior high school trying to 
figure out if you need to join a gang or 
not. But then at the same time, you're 
still driving by pastures and having 
problems with cows in the road. 

Indy: Were all four of the original 
Procussions from here, or did you 
kind of converge on the place? 

JM: I was born in Colorado Springs. 
Rez was born there. Stro's a military 
kid, he spent his school years there. 
And Quintron was born there. 

Indy: I know the shows you're 
doing out here are with you and 
Stro. What's Rez doing now? 

JM: Rez is a full-time photographer 
now. When we started the group, he 
was always interested in photos and 
Web design and everything. So he's out 
in L.A. doing photos. 

Indy: And Quintron, is he doing 
OK these days? 

JM: You know he has multiple scle- 
rosis, and it struck him really hard and 
quickly. In a year, he was confined to 
a wheelchair, but since then he's done 
some creative stuff. He graduated from 
college — you know, when it would be 
in remission, he'd be up and down and 
still went to school. He's alive now and

he's pushing, but it's a difficult disease, 
for sure. 

Indy: What was it like for you 
following what was going on here 
with the fire, especially on Tuesday 
night? 

JM: Well, you know, I talked to all 
my friends. My good friends and fam- 
ily are still in Colorado, so when we 
do all our mastering and our artwork, 
everything's in Colorado. So I think 
I feel as close as you can, being, you 
know, a thousand miles away. 

People would call me and they're 
like, "Dude, the Flying W Ranch is 
done." It's sad when you think about 
all the times we went there. I just 
got married this year and my wife's 
French, and I wanted to treat her to the 
real Colorado experience. And one of 
the first things that came to my mind 
was the Flying W Ranch. I'm like, 
"You gotta go there, you can sit there 
and see the cow and eat beef!" Yeah, 
even looking at the photos, it's still 
hard to get how massive [the fire] is. 

Indy: I remember when I inter- 
viewed [Canadian rapper] Shad — 
who was featured on your "Pale Blue 
Dot" single and also beat out Drake 
for the Juno Prize last year — he 
told me how important the Pharcyde 
was to his musical development. Is 
there someone like that for you? 

JM: Of course, the Procussions' 
biggest influence were A Tribe Called 
Quest. And we were really blessed to 
have been picked to go out with them 
on their first comeback tour. 

But I think for me personally, as 
far as rappers go, it's Black Thought. 
And if I had to reach back further, 
then I would say Kool G Rap was 
probably the strongest influence on 
syllable word-play, you know, that 
machine-gun-fire rap style, still staying 
extremely relevant and bordering on 
being socially conscious rap, but with- 



out the arrogance. And he did it with a 
rhythm that was impeccable. Even with 
a lisp, this dude was still impeccable. 

Indy: When did you last play Colo- 
rado Springs, and what prompted 
this particular gig? 

JM: As the Procussions, the last 
time we played there was 2006. 

Indy: And so why now? 

JM: We had a couple offers, and 
we've both got plenty of friends and 
family there who've been asking us 
to come out and play. And once we 
announced that we're gonna do a show, 
there were a lot of people who seemed 
really excited. And not just there, you 
know, I mentioned it on Facebook and 
we've had people from Belgium and 
Australia, Paris and London, people in 
Florida and L.A., they were all com- 
menting. And so we're wondering if 
this is something that the Procussions 
need to look at, and possibly do anoth- 
er album. If the sustained support is 
there, then I think it's something that's 
really possible. 

Indy: You and Stro already work 
on each other's records to a degree. 
How would it differ if you did do 
something under the Procussions 
name? 

JM: It would be completely dif- 
ferent, definitely. When I'm working 
as Mr. J. Medeiros with Stro doing 
the production, I focus more on sto- 
rytelling. He tells me I'm depressing. 
[Laughs.] I don't know, I guess it is a 
little depressing. I enjoy it, though, you 
know? 

But as the Procussions, we focus on 
a show. We focus on having a lot more 
energy. We focus a lot on the tracks 
sounding really hard and heavy. We 
focus on the things that we can only do 
with both of us at the wheel.

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Unstrung heroes 

String Cheese Incident stretches its musical imagination

For the String Cheese Incident, 
it's always been about keeping 
it fresh. So it was only natural that 
after a decade of releasing music, 
Colorado's popular roots-jam act 
took a break in 2006. 




Incidents: 'We've had our moments of being 
stuck in wishy-washy jams here and there. 



"When Bill [Nershi, guitarist] 
was ready to take a break, at first 
we were resisting, and then we real- 
ized it was probably the best thing 
for all of us," says keyboardist Kyle 
Hollingsworth. 

Like many bands that build a 
huge grassroots following, the 
ancillary enterprises and activities 
around such a traveling musical phe- 
nomenon began to weigh down the 
main enterprise. 

"We felt like we were being 
overwhelmed by everything that 
was happening," he says. "A travel 
company, a record company. We 
were doing everything. It was excit- 
ing when we got back to slim some 
things down and really focus more 
on the music." 

The new attitude has already 
rewarded fans with the commen- 
surately upbeat tune, "Can't Wait 
Another Day." Their first new 
track in seven years is a burbling, 
hook-laden number that seems to 
simultaneously reference the albums 
Graceland and American Beauty,

er to Galactic than the progressive 
jamgrass of Yonder Mountain String 
Band. Since their return two years 
ago, the group has been moving to 
synthesize their far-flung styles into 
one sound that encompasses all their 
influences. 

Bassist Keith Moseley says 
the songs frequently continue to 
evolve: "It may have been some- 
thing that was originally con- 
ceived as a bluegrass tune or an 
Americana roots rocker. There's 
room maybe to add some elec- 
tronic beats to this. Push it into 
the next genre somehow." 

The hiatus may have hastened 
this transition. Spending so much 
time away, they've had to relearn 
parts in songs, and are coming 
at them from a new perspective. 
"You can kind of walk back into 
it and feel fresh in hearing it, 
like, oh, that part never works. 
How come I never heard that 
before?" explains Hollingsworth. 

In the process of relearning 
the songs, many are being reno- 
vated and modernized, something 
not every fan is excited about, but 
the band isn't inclined to sit still. 

"There have been some make- 
overs for sure. I think it's OK," says 
the keyboardist. "The fans are very 
open and we're open and always 
experimenting. We're even doing a 
Bollywood song now." 

"You can't rest on your laurels 
in this band. You have to be on 
top of your game," adds Moseley. 
"We build in all this practice time 
because when we get up there, the 
idea is to make magic together." 

Current plans are for the band to 
head back into the studio early next 
year for an album that combines stu- 
dio tracks with live recordings. 

"The new tracks we're working 
on, the directions are pretty strange," 
admits Hollingsworth. "We are doing 
a lot of fiddle-based songs with some 
electronic music — but I wouldn't 
say we are going in any new direc- 
tion that we haven't already gone in." 

Moseley just sees it as part of 
their continued evolution. 

"We've had our moments of being 
stuck in wishy-washy jams here and 
there, but I think as we mature as 
musicians and players, our music is 
becoming more accessible than ever," 
he says. "We all really appreciate a 
good song, a good hook and a good 
melody. That's really become more 
important to us as we've evolved."

That was the 
gallows-humored speed metal maven 
that everyone was expecting, the Poe- 
spectral songwriter whose favorite 
subject — ever since Slayer's defini- 
tive third outing Reign in Blood set 
the mood back in '86 — is usually 
serial killers and other dark doings. 
World Painted Blood, their recent 
10th set, follows similarly funereal 
suit, in thrash-metal piledrivers like 
"Snuff," "Hate Worldwide," and 
"Public Display of Dismemberment." 

In recent years, Araya has taken a 
bit of a thrashing himself. Right after 
undergoing gall bladder surgery a few 
years ago, he was back in the hospital 
again, this time for something far more 
serious. Midway through a 2009 tour 
of Japan, Araya's bandmates pulled 
him aside to ask what was wrong — he 
was constantly rubbing his left elbow, 
almost absentmindedly. "And then 
it hit me — it hurts," he remembers 
of the first warning sign. "My index, 
middle finger and thumb were all 
numb on my left arm, and there was 
one spot that didn't even respond to 
electric shock — the muscle had start- 
ed to atrophy. And when they did the 
MRI, they could tell I had a pinched 
nerve, and they had to go in there and 
space out my vertebrae again." 

Then came a second protruding 
disc in Araya's lower back, all brought 
on by 30 years of headbanging in con-

cert. No joke, he swears. "So I no lon- 
ger headbang — I don't wanna ruin or 
damage the cartilage to what's left of 
my neck." Out of a traditional weight- 
lifter's belt, his brother fashioned a 
special support for his bass. "It sits on 
my hips, the bass sits right in front on 
a little hook, and there's no weight on 
my shoulders," he explains. "It's actu- 
ally very comfortable." 

Once Slayer finishes this summer's 
Mayhem Festival, the band will return 
to work on its 11th, which Araya sees 
as a probable lyrical departure. "A 
lot of my stuff lately is more politi- 
cally oriented, as far as what's going 
on around the world, or here in the 
States," says Araya. "They're trying 
to put fear into everyone to make 
a world money system, and they're 
using fear for all kinds of stuff. So I 
think you'll see a lot of that kind of 
thing in the new songwriting." He 
pauses, then laughs. "Uhh, unless I 
come across a really cool serial killer 
and write him! Or her . . ."

The Bravest Man in the Universe 
XL Recordings 

File next to: Solomon Burke, Wilson Pickett 
Soul legend Womack hooks up with Blur 
and Gorillaz main-man Damon Albarn and XL 
Records owner-producer Richard Russell for 
this unexpected "comeback." Unlike many such 
projects, it defies the musty norm of venerated 
artists retreading a well-worn past. Instead, 
the purveyor of classic hits like "Lookin' for 
a Love" and "Across 110th Street" sets his 
rugged voice against Albarn's keyboards and 
Russell's beats, creating a mix of vintage soul 
and modern electronics. It's a compelling, 
atmospheric album that still finds Womack at 
the forefront, whether on the regretful "Please 
Forgive My Heart" or a team-up with Lana Del 
Ray on "Dayglo Reflection" (where she sounds 
betterthan on her own record). The soulman 
also rants attelevangelists on "If There Wasn't 
Something There," and goes full-on gospel 
with "Jubilee," a fitting closerto his best set of 
music since the '80s. — L. Kent Wolgamott

Dub occasionally sounds so austere that it 
gives you a heady headache. Props, therefore, 
to Peaking Lights of Madison, Wis., fortran- 
scending that tendency, and the ponderousness 
that often besets the other genre they draw 
heavily from: indie electronica. Like 201 1's 936, 
this third album iuc/ferfeatures Indra Dunis' 
jaded (stoned?) vocals floating somewhere 
above husband Aaron Coyes' impossibly per- 
fect blend of lo-fi analog sounds and digital 
sonic subterfuge. From post-minimalist looping 
("Beautiful Son") to vaguely Afropoppy jams 
("Live Love") to, well, straight-up dub ("Cosmic 
Tides," "L0 HI") — all are woozily repetitive 
without leaning on repetition as a stylistic 
crutch. The melodies are so pristine that it feels 
good hearing them over and over again. More 
than ever, Peaking Lights seem in touch with 
the same mystical impulse behind dub, Krau- 
trock and all things grooving. — Wyatt Miller

File next to: Little Big Town, Fleetwood Mac 
Delta Rae, a six-piece, four-vocalist outfit 
from North Carolina, ironically is still trying 
to find its voice on Carry the Fire. The band 
has the advantage of being backed by Sire 
Records co-founder Seymour Stein, who 
played a key role in careers ranging from 
the Ramonesto Madonna. Stein has likened 
the band to a kind of American version of 
Mumford & Sons, but one could equate Delta 
Rae's harmony-filled pop with a latter-day 
Fleetwood Mac. For good measure, the band 
throws in a strong dose of rootsy Ameri- 
cana, plus some soul and gospel. The latter 
provides the album's best moment with the 
powerful call-and-response track "Bottom of 
the River." The rest is comparatively sedate, 
with traded-off lead vocals, harmonies and 
arrangements that aren't far from mainstream 
country. Not a bad thing, really, but not par- 
ticularly exciting. — L. Kent Wolgamott

I'm not exagger- 
ating when I say 
this song can stand 
alongside Steve 
Earle and Bruce 
Springsteen's most 
moving ballads. You 
can judgeforyourself 
by going to tinyurl. 
com/whicheverway. 
There you'll find the song and accom- 
panying video, both of which were 
uploaded this past Saturday. You'll also 
find a link where you can purchase a 
download of the song for $1.29. All proceeds benefit the 
Humane Society of the Pikes Peak Region, which has 
taken in hundreds of pets during the course of this crisis.

Craft will take place at Stargazers beginning at 6:30.

Curses, foiled again 

Police investigating the murder of 
Juliana Mensch, 18, in Fort Lauderdale, 
Fla., identified James Ayers, 32, and 
Nicole Okrzesik, 23, as suspects after 
obtaining their Internet searches, texts 
and Facebook messages. Five days 
after the victim was strangled, police 
found her body under clothing in the 
couple's apartment, where Mensch had 
been staying. Among their searches and 
pages visited: "Whats on those rags 
that make people pass out," "ways to 
kill people in their sleep," "could you 
kill someone in their sleep and no one 
would think it was murder" and "how 
to suffocate someone." They exchanged 
hundreds of messages afterward, some 
arguing over getting rid of the body: "If 
the smell gets worse were f***ed." The 
affidavit says Okrzesik posted pictures 
on Facebook of her and Ayers at a bar 
"partying" after Mensch was killed, 
with the comment: "Wooooo — at Wet 
Willie's South Beach." (HLN-TV) 

After arresting Keenan Alex, 28, for 
stealing a bait car, L.A. County sheriff's 
detective Anthony Shapiro testified that 
Alex made incriminating statements af- 
ter he read Alex his rights. The Cadillac 
Escalade, left with its engine running 
and keys in the ignition, was rigged with 
cameras for a TruTV reality show. The 
unedited video shows Shapiro didn't 
read Alex his rights. As a result, Alex 
went free and Shapiro was placed on 
leave. (Los Angeles's KTLA-TV) 

Eyes bigger than stomachs 

Japanese scientists have developed 
goggles designed to curb appetites by 
making food appear to be as much as 
50 percent larger than actual size. To be 
more convincing, the image processing 
system makes the user's hand appear 
normal size, so the food looks big- 
ger rather than simply magnified. "By 
changing the size of the food and scal- 
ing it up, we have shown that partici- 
pants eat about 10 percent less over the 
course of a day" wearing the goggles, 
Takuji Narumi, one of the University of 
Tokyo researchers working on the proj- 
ect, said. (Britain's Daily Telegraph)

Later that day, she noti- 
fied police that "she could not see the 
vehicle which was covered by the tall 
grass that grew around the vehicle, and 
she automatically assumed the vehicle 
was stolen." (Dacula Patch) 

Sperm in the news 

America is the world's leading sperm 
exporter. According to analyst Market- 
data, the U.S. fertility industry has gone 
from $979 million in 1988 to $4.3 bil- 
lion projected for 2013. American sperm 
is considered the "gold standard," Time 
senior editor Jeffrey Kluger said on CBS 
This Morning. He attributed its reputa- 
tion to FDA-regulated quality control on 
sperm donations, including who can do- 
nate, and variety. Also, unlike Canada, 
Australia and Western Europe, U.S. 
donors may remain anonymous. Paid 
according to quality standards such as 
height, health and education, they earn 
as much as $60,000 a year. (CBS News)

their father's death don't qualify for sur- 
vivor benefits. Social Security rales are 
designed "to benefit primarily those the 
deceased wage earner actually supported 
in his or her lifetime," Justice Ruth Bader 
Ginsburg said.

A New York jury convicted Thomas 
Parkin, 5 1 , of fraud after he cashed his 
dead mother's Social Security checks 
for six years, stealing about $44,000. He 
also joined a scam involving a fore- 
closed Brooklyn apartment building that 
belonged to his mother. Perpetuating the 
fraud, he sued the new owner and set up 
a meeting with prosecutors, who said he 
showed up "dressed as his 77-year-old 
mother, wearing a new red cardigan, 
lipstick, manicured nails and breathing 
through an oxygen tank." (Reuters)

Friday when leukemia sufferer Bob 
Crouse was declared innocent of all charg- 
es against him. It was a fitting time to lift 
the legal weight off the shoulders of this 
medical cannabis patientwho was charged 
with felony cultivation and distribution of 
marijuana, and has been fighting this par- 
ticular battle for over a year and a half. 

Calls to Crouse were not returned as of 
press time, but a YouTube video by user 
AgentOfDoubt shows the trial's immedi- 
ate aftermath — a beaming and tearful 
Crouse hugging supporters, and exclaim- 
ing, "Wow! Wow!" outside the court- 
room. Jury members deliberated for less 
than four hours before providing Crouse 
the same outcome as Elisa Kappelmann 
and Jesse Vriese, others who have been 
similarly charged. 

"There's a lot of education that still 
needs to happen, and it's OK, it takes time 
— but not guilty on all charges!" the joyful 
MMJ patient says in a recorded impromp- 
tu speech. "We've seen how valiant the 
city has rallied around the awfulness of 
the fires and the destruction, but it's beau- 
tiful to see it come together in a courtroom 
in the midst of all of this." 

And because the Waldo Canyon Fire's 
been nothing if not wantonly affecting, 
this note was included with the Cannabis 
Therapy Institute's press release: "Bob has 
been forced to evacuate his home due to 
Colorado wildfires. Please send donations 
to celebrate this victory [and] help support 
Bob and his 90-year-old mother, who have 
been displaced by the fires." The pair have 
since been allowed to return home. 



Keef crumbs 



•The Denver Post reports that a Fort Col- 
lins advocacy group has gathered enough 
signatures to place a question on that 
city's November ballot, seeking to lift the 
restriction on medical-marijuana centers. 

"Voters last November passed the 
ban on Fort Collins' 20 dispensaries by a 
53-to-47 percent margin," reports Monte 
Whaley. "But former dispensary owner 
Kirk Scramstad said that vote was not a 
true reflection of how most residents feel 
about medical marijuana. This Novem- 
ber's election, which features a presiden- 
tial vote, will likely draw more voters to 
the ballot box who will be more supportive 
of the measure, Scramstad said." 

•The group backing marijuana-decrim- 
inalization effort Amendment 64 has 
announced the formation of "a group of 
concerned parents, organized for the pur- 
pose of highlighting the benefits of regulat- 
ing marijuana to keep it away from teens." 
Moms and Dads for Marijuana Regula- 
tion — no doubt created in response to 
the "No on 64" campaign's positioning of 
children as the main sufferers — unveiled 
a new billboard at 1600 Federal Blvd. in 
Denver that reads, "Please, card my son. 
Regulate the sale of marijuana and help 
me keep it out of his hands."

For Nuggets, a double deja vu 

As the Denver Nuggets prepared to make the 20th pick in the NBA Draft's 
first round last week, anticipation and speculation shifted into high gear. 
After all, the Nuggets looked like a team on the cusp of a breakthrough this 
past season. Having already survived the trade of star Carmelo Anthony to New 
York, they endured yet another major trade, dealing Nene to Washington during 
the season, and still came away strong enough to make the playoffs. 

Denver lost in the first postseason round to the Los Angeles Lakers, but the 
general assumption around the league was that with one or two smart moves in 
the draft, head coach George Karl might have the roster he needed to make a 
much longer playoff run. 

Just a year ago, the Nuggets had made a terrific choice at No. 22, grabbing 
Morehead State's Kenneth Faried, whose fast development as a relentless, ener- 
getic rebounder should help them for

years to come. 

This time, many thought Denver might 
pick a big man or a point guard. With 
another Faried-type success, that would 
put the Nuggets in much better position. 
Instead, they selected Evan Fournier. 
He's a long, stringy, wimpy French 
fry, a 6-foot-7 guard with the body 
frame of a toothpick. He's not physical, 
and he's also not much of a shooter. In 
fact, he's projected at least two years 
away from ready for the NBA. 

Many followers of the Nuggets 
instantly likened him to Nikoloz Tski- 
tishvili, the 7-footer from the former 
Soviet republic of Georgia, whom Den- 
ver grabbed with the No. 5 pick of the 
2002 draft. Tskitishvili never amounted 
to anything, a huge waste. 

That comparison is understandable. 
But this scenario reminds me more of 
1996, when the Nuggets needed help in 
the draft, yet traded down from 10th to 
23rd in the first round. Still, they could 
have had the likes of point guard Derek Fisher or forward Jerome Williams. 

Instead, they went with Efthimis Rentzias, a 6-foot-ll project from Greece. 
The reports were mixed on Rentzias, who just weeks later would be on Greece's 
team at the 1996 Atlanta Olympics. 

At the Summer Games, I made it a point to cover one of Greece's pool-round 
games and arranged an interview with Rentzias. I even set up an interpreter volun- 
teering in Atlanta — University of Colorado business professor John Lymberopou- 
los, father of longtime Channel 5 morning anchor Georgiann Lymberopoulos. 

Rentzias entered that game several times as Greece's backup center, and he 
looked decent — for a few minutes. But quickly his play turned sporadic at best, 
and he looked totally out of shape. After the game, we were told to meet Rentzias 
in a "mixed zone" where athletes and media could mingle. We found Rentzias 
with several teammates, smoking cigarette after cigarette. 

His immaturity was as obvious as his on-court inconsistency. Still puffing 
away, Rentzias said he should've been a starter, despite his lack of endurance, and 
added, "I don't think I will have trouble playing in the NBA." But his coach, flu- 
ent in English, candidly said, "Right now, Efthimis is not so strong in the heart. 
That's why he doesn't play too much yet." 

It was obvious that the Nuggets had made a serious mistake. Other Europeans, 
most notably Pau Gasol of Spain, have been able to thrive in the NBA. But that 
continent never has been a huge gold mine for NBA teams. 

Rentzias never played for Denver. But the franchise has continued to make 
these draft blunders, when the Nuggets could have done much better with Ameri- 
can college players. 

They could have had Syracuse center Fab Melo, a 7-foot defensive presence. Or 
Vanderbilt shooting guard John Jenkins, point guard Marquis Teague of Ken- 
tucky (my favorite) or power forward Jared Sullinger of Ohio State. Then they 
could have gambled on Fournier in the second round or, more appropriately, as a 
post-draft, free-agent signee. 

Instead, that first-round draft pick instantly turns into a big, fat zero. 

And Denver fans won't forget it any time soon.

The best part of our city 




Crowds cheer busloads of firefighters going both ways. 



There is a place in our village these days where the darkness of the hor- 
rible fire is lifted, a place where the light shines and the human spirit 
breaks free from this monumental sadness. There's a place where hope 
already has been making a comeback, ahead of everyone else. 

It's not an imaginary place. It's very real. You can go there each morn- 
ing and evening. As the heavy, sickening smoke of the Waldo Canyon Fire 
washes across our village and keeps our worst fears alive, there's a place 
where you can stand and cheer and cry out from deep inside, a place where 
the soul finally finds something more powerful than grief. 

It's a place on the west side of town where you can watch the exhausted, 
soot-covered heroes coming back from the flames or summoning the cour- 
age to throw themselves once again into the godless fire. A place where 
you can see the faces of unfathomable bravery. 

It's a place where you can watch the firefighters go by. 
For days, people have begun lining the sidewalks by 7:30 each morning in 
the neighborhoods near 31st and Fontanero streets. They return each evening 
before 8 o'clock. And in the morning and evening they wait, young and old, men, 
women and children, some holding American flags, some holding handmade 

signs of thanks, and 
some just trying to 
hold back the tears. 

They come then, 
the firefighters, in 
pickup trucks and 
giant fire trucks and 
school buses, too. 
Dirty, battered men 
and women head 
up the hill to their 
camp at Holmes 
Middle School as 

others come down the hill to begin another shift, another round of dragon-slaying 
inside the lines amid the flames and glowing embers and lung-scorching smoke. 

They have put their lives on the line every day so that our village nestled 
hard against the Rocky Mountains — a village that lost 346 homes and two 
people in the blink of an eye — doesn't lose any more. They fight day and 
night so no more of us die. 

The crowd on the sidewalks peers down each roadway, searching for the 
first glimpse of these warriors. The first — a pickup truck painted in the 
green of the U.S. Forest Service — brings everyone to the curb. Cheers 
grow louder. The flags and signs are held overhead. Cries of joy and the 
echo of applause fill the acrid air. 

The shift-change parade builds, from a trickle of small trucks and SUVs to 
the big fire rigs and buses bursting with firefighters. The crowd roars. A man 
stands silent with a fist raised overhead in salute. Women put their hands over 
their mouths. A few older men allow a tear to run down a cheek. 

And then, when you think your heart can't bear another moment, a hand 
slowly emerges from a bus or a fire engine window, a hand caked with 
dirt and blackened by the ash. It waves a tired greeting toward the adoring 
throng and then another hand pokes out from a window, then another, and 
soon the firefighters ease their faces toward the windows and the people on 
the street roar and car horns blare in the smoky orange light. 

The faces in the pickups and buses and fire engines on a recent night 
seldom smiled. The exhaustion was plain, the unthinkable fatigue unmis- 
takably etched. 

But they waved and gave the thumbs-up sign and then they were gone, 
heading back to their schoolyard camp for a meal and a few hours of sleep 
before their war on this terrible fire would resume. 

And as they vanished up the hill amid the smoke that now seems to be 
a permanent neighbor, the people turned their misty eyes back down the 
road. There would be more firefighters coming. And more cheers. 

Because when they are done, when these remarkable men and women 
have killed the monster that roars above us in the hills and mountains, 
when they settle back into their local fire stations or head off into the sun- 
set to battle another fire in another place, we want them to know what they 
have meant to us. 

We want them to know that we will never forget them.
